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Darawshe: 

We will 
punish PM 
for racism

MK Abdel Wahab Darawshe 
(Democratic Arab Party) 
announced yesterday that his fac¬ 
tion will “punish Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu for his racism 
and will not support the govem- 
x mem unless it is in connection with 
*e Wye agreement” 

» There is no certainty in the politi- 
' cal arena, however, about what this 
really means, and there is a sizable 
school of thought which contends 
that it will not make much of a dif¬ 
ference because the DAP has 
promised Palestinian Authority 
Chairman Yasser Arafat to prop up 
the government until the pullback is 
completed. 

The four DAP MKs staVed away 
during the first reading of the state 
budget bill on Monday, thereby 
denying the opposition a majority 
as the bill squeaked by on a single 
vote. 

MK Rafik HajYihye (Labor) also 
abstained. 

The DAP’s explanation was that it 
■ would do nothing to interfere with 
the implementation of the Wye 
agreement 

This resulted in beaps of ridicule 
on Netanyahu from Meretz and 
Labor. whc^MKsreadfedhowhe 
accused the previous Labor govern¬ 
ment of having^pssed fire second' 
Oslo deal by relying on Arab votes. 

Netanyahu countered drat ,he 
“will make sure that nothing which 
involves Israel's security interests, 
no crucial national decisions, will 
be carrlid out without a Zionist 
majority.” 

Darawshe took umbrage and said 
that “Netanyahu will roe his com¬ 
ments. This is a racist outburst.” 

At the DAP Knesset faction meet¬ 
ing yesterday, it was decided not to 
support the government on die bud- 
* get’s second and third readings. 

This, however, may not mean 
much* according to political 
observers. Technically toe DAP did 
not vote for toe budget’s first read¬ 
ing either. Moreover, any crucial 
vote or confidence motion may be 
construed as pivotal for the imple¬ 
mentation of the Wye agreement 

The government wiH fall if the 
final reading of the budget is not 
passed and it will fall if the early 
elections bill wins the support of 61 
MKs.

Students threaten hunger strike

University students intensified 
their struggle at a IQjOOO-stnag 
demonstration at Tel Aviv 
University last night, threatening to 
begin a hunger strike if their 
demands are not met by the govern¬ 
ment “For the moment only toe 
chairpersons [of toe student unions] 
will begin a hunger strike," National 
Student Union spokesman Ronen 
Hershkovitz said. “But anyone who 
wishes to join them is welcome” 
Guests at the rally included artists 
such as Riki Gal, Yaffil Yariconi, 


Hasmicbot, Jeremy Kaplan, Mild 
Gabrielov, Danny Sanderson, and 
Tal Gordon, who donated a song or 
two in support of the students. 

“The whole nation is with us," 
National Student Union chairman 
lior Rotbart told the crowd. “We 
are here not only because of toe cost 
of higher education but to change 
toe order of priorities in the State of 
Israel. They hit our arms, our legs, 
they wounded 25 of ns and jailed 
300, but we are not broken. I call o 
toe prime minister Enough pro¬ 
crastination, we are sick of iL If the 
problems of education in Israel are 


nc* solved by Sunday, the students' 
strike will continue for an unlimited 
amount of time.** 

Meanwhile, representatives of toe 
students and toe Council for Higher 
Education's planning and budgeting 
committee had plans to meet last 
night in another attempt to come up 
with an agreed-upon paper to pre¬ 
sent to Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu today outlining propos¬ 
als for ending the strike. 

Education Minister Yitzhak Levy 
was asked on Sunday by Netanyahu 
to present potential solutions today. 
Levy then asked committee chair¬ 


man Nehemya Lervzion to head toe 
contacts with toe students. 

A source familiar with toe negoti¬ 
ations said Netanyahu w31 likely 
have to risk a confrontation with 
Finance Minister Yaakov Nee man if 
he wants to end die strike quickly. 

The source said Levzkm had sug¬ 
gested focusing on toe principle 
that no student be unable to study 
because of financial problems, 
rather than on specific sums to be 
cut from tuition or moved from 
place to place.

The VS yesterday credited the 
Palestinian Authority with provid¬ 
ing a clear plan to combat terror¬ 
ism on toe West Bank. 

“The work plan has been spelled 
out,” State Department spokesman 
James Rubin said, as Israel 
wanted it would not cany out its 
land-for-security agreement with 
PA Chairman Yasser Arafat until it 
receives assurances 30 
Palestinians suspected of murder¬ 
ing Israelis would be arrested by 
toe PA. 

The US said it is not blaming 
Israel for delaying implementation 
of the Wye accord and hopes the 
matter will be resolved today. 

The cabinet is to convene this 
afternoon to begin ratification of 
toe Wye Memorandum only if the 
government is satisfied that a com¬ 
plete Palestinian security paper 
has been submitted to toe CIA. 
officials at the Prime Minister’s 
Office said. 

• In a phone call between Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu and 
Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright yesterday, toe two report¬ 
edly reached an understanding 
regarding toe submission of toe 
sections of the Palestinian work¬ 
ing paper on security which Israel 
says are missing. 

Netanyahu spokesman Aviv 
Bushirtsky said toe talk had been 
“positive,” but said no agreements 
had been reached. 

The Palestinians reacted angrily 
to toe latest delay, accusing the 
prime minister of stalling for time. 

“If Netanyahu continues with 
these tricks." said Minister of 
Posts and Telecommunications 
Immad Falouji, “there will be 
nothing left of the agreement... 
We will give them the benefit of 
the doubt, but our patience is lim¬ 
ited.” 

“Instead of playing these sorry 
political games,” said Palestinian 
negotiator Hassan Asfour, 
“[Netanyahu] should just stand up 
and say... I won’t implement what 
I have signed.” 

Meanwhile, Mohammed 


Dahl an, the Palestinian security 
chief in Gaza, reiterated that the 
Palestinians had submitted a com¬ 
plete working paper - and that the 
Americans are satisfied with iL 

In Washington, a senior 
American official said the US is 
not overly concerned by toe latest 
obstacle, and stated that 
Washington is, to some extent, 
taking toe lead from Arafat, who 
on Monday acceded to 
Netanyahu's request for a short 
delay in order to assemble cabinet 
and Knesset votes for ratification. 

“If die Palestinians can live with 
it, certainly we can live with it,” 
the official said. “But we would 
not like to see [toe delay] extend¬ 
ed too long... We’re not going to 
be more royal than the king. The 
head of the PA has said he’d give 
toe prime minister a few days to 
work things out in his own domes¬ 
tic arena.” 

The US is “not in toe process of 
assessing blame.” toe official stat¬ 
ed, but does “have the expectation 
and the hope that this could get 
through the cabinet rather quick¬ 
ly.” Nevertheless, the Israelis are 
“the ones delaying it,” he said. 

The US views its role now as 
“clarifying” Netanyahu’s ques¬ 
tions on the Palestinian security 
plan, which the official said is 
understandable given that toe plan 
is not being presented to Israel 
itself. He conceded that toe issue 
at hand is whether the Palestinians 
must immediately act to appre¬ 
hend some 30 suspected terrorists. 

During a visit to Gaza yesterday. 
Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai said that Israel is 
insisting toe Palestinians hand 
over a timetable for the arrests. 
He also told Arafat’s deputy 
Mahmoud Abbas that toe delay in 
the cabinet debate is due to toe 
Palestinians’ not yet handing over 
toe dates for toe arrests. 

“The main thing now is the 
arrest of 30 people who were 
involved in the murder of Israelis. 
The names are known to the 
Palestinian Authority too, and we 
are standing firm that these people 
be arrested, as they have obligated 
themselves,” Mordechai said.

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Religion dominates Ra’anana race

When disgruntled residents flee 
from toe crowded greater Tel Aviv 
area and head north, often impos¬ 
ing upon themselves a long com¬ 
mute to their jobs, they do so in 
' search of a better quality of fife. 

So traditionally, quality of life 
issues - education and samtauon 
- tend to dominate municipal 
elections in. cities like Ra’anana, 
Netanya, and Kfar Sava. 

Surprisingly, in Ra'anana, 
which has traditionally prided 
itself on harmonious coexistence 
between religious and secular; 
religion has become the focus or 
toe campaign. 

Strong emotions have been tng- 
gered by the controversial deci¬ 
sion of Labor mayoral candidate 
Rina Bar-Til to choose as her slo¬ 
gan, "Only Rina Bar-Tal can stop 
the haredim” followed recently by 
toe slogan, “Kina Bar-Tal will 
keep Ra’anana secular." 

•Her provocative campaign is 
predicated on the charge that pop¬ 
ular incumbent Mayor Ze ev 
Bielski has done too many fevers 
for toe haredim, and that if he 

•continues to do so, Ra anana will 

be vulnerable to 

The choice of this political line 

has given Bar-TM’s caiididacy an 

unusually high profile* ® d may 
yet accomplish what it set out 
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Elections 

do — bring the usually indifferent 
yuppie, secular residents of 
Ra'anana to die polls. But die has 
been sharply criticized for upset¬ 
ting the town’s delicate status quo 
- and not just by her opponents 
for the mayoral seat, Bielski and 
Yossi Olmert, both of whom are 
identified with die Likud bat are 
dinning as independents. 

In late October, local attorney 
Ben-Zion Sheffer requested that 
Attorney-General Elyakim 
Rubinstein indict Bar-Tal, claim¬ 
ing that she sought to “discrimi¬ 
nate and to send toe haredim into 
ghettos and hide them from public 
view." ' ■ 

While no indictment has been 

issued, Rubinstein did send,a let¬ 
ter to Labor Party leader Ehud 
Barak asking him to look into the 
matter.

“I think there is a great deal or 
resentment that a candidate has

backing of the Labor Party” says 
Rabbi Stewart Weiss, bead of the 
Jewish Outreach Center and 
active in the English-speaking 
community.

Weiss says that Anglo immi-

generally perceive “tremendous 
rapport and goodwill between all 
dements in this toe city and don’t 
detect in their day-to-day life any 
religious-secular friction... 
Personally, I think that Bielski will 
come out the big winner, because 
be is seen as a moderate alternative 
to Bar-lhL and that will see a high 
voter turnout among toe religious 
population who are reacting against 

this phenomenon.” 

But toe resentment has also 
travelled in the other direction. 
Some 'secular residents have 
expressed frustration at toe cam¬ 
paign of Deputy Mayor Zvi 
Kenig, of toe National Religious 
Party, in charge of Ra’anana’s 
education, who heads the United 
Religious List for city council. 

In his published fist of accom¬ 
plishments in bis five years in 
office, Kenig took credit for toe 
creation of no less than 20 reli¬ 
gious nursery school classrooms 
and four religious schools and 
declared that be is “assuring our 
children’s fritizre."

Republicans sought to strengthen 
their control of Congress yesterday 
in midterm elections held in toe 
shadow of impeachment proceed¬ 
ings against President Bill Clinton. 

Democrats bid for the California 
governorship, the biggest single 
prize of the day. 

After a campaign of unrivaled 
cost and unusual ferocity, 34 Senate

seats, all 435 House seats, and 36 
governorships were on toe ballot 
Voters also chose winners among 
thousands of state legislative candi¬ 
dates and ruled on dozens of 
statewide initiatives. 

Many of the governors on the bal¬ 
lot were prohibitive favorites, none 
more so than George W. Bush in 
Tbxas, one of several potential con¬ 
tenders for the Republican presi¬ 
dential nomination in 2000. Bush’s 
brother, Jeb, sought to add Florida 
to the list of big states led by 
Republicans. 

Clinton's name did not appear on 
any ballot, but the outcome of the 
elections seemed sure to affect his 
legacy. 

Strong gains by congressional 
Republicans would likely com¬ 
pound his difficulties, particularly 
with • the House Judiciary 
Committee poised to begin 
impeachment hearings later this 
month. A good showing by 
Democrats would embolden the 
president's defenders. 

Both rides labored strenuously to 


get their voters to (he polls. Turnout 
is traditionally lower in mid-term 
elections, and the lower it is, the 
more Republicans customarily ben¬ 
efit 

Outside a polling place in 
Woodstock. Georgia, Steve Miller 
said he always turns out. “My great 
aunt was killed while Dying to vote 
in Mississippi - that’s always been 
my primary motivation for voting,” 
said MiUer. 

Sheila McKenna, a welfare coor¬ 
dinator in Philadelphia, said she 
voted for the Democrats because of 
“what I perceive to be a witch hum 
against Clinton." 

But in Charlotte, North Carolina, 
financial executive Nancy Gorham 
said she “voted against anyone who 
supports abortion and supports 
Clinton.” 

Four years after Republicans 
gained control of both houses of 
Congress, the party began the day 
with a 55-45 Soiate majority and a 
228-206 House lead with one inde¬ 
pendent 

In all, they were defending 16 
Senate seats, compared with 18 for 
toe Democrats. Five open seats dot¬ 
ted toe ballot 

Two Republican senators strug¬ 
gled in toeir bids for new •terms: 
Lauch Faircloto in North Carolina 
and Atfbnse D'Amato in New York. 
D’Amato’s tattle with Rep. Chuck 
Schumer stood out for its give-no- 
quarter style and its $30 million 
price tag. 

The list of vulnerable Democrats 
was longer.

California. 

Russell Feingold in Wisconsin, an 
author of campaign finance over¬ 
haul, slaked everything on a gamble 
on self-imposed spending limits. 

In the House, nearly 100 lawmak¬ 
ers had no major opposition, and 
scores more scarcely broke a sweat 
in toe run-up to reelection. 

That left serious campaign war¬ 
fare for about two dozen incum¬ 
bents of both parties and in 34 open 
seals, half vacated by Democrats 
and half by Republicans. 

Casting his ballot in his home dis¬ 
trict of Georgia, House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich predicted further 


Republican gains. He said people 
should think of toe election as “an 
ongoing, slew-motion collapse of 
the Democratic majority that 
Franklin Roosevelt created." 

Clinion had said earlier, that toe 
election “will determine how much 
I can do for toe American people. 
It’s terribly important to me.”

In a telegram sent to the foreign ministers of each of the coun¬ 
tries, Foreign Minister Ariel Sharon expressed his “deepest and 
heartfelt feelings of solidarity" with the victims of the hurricane 
and promised that Israel would “consider the appropriate ways 
in which we might cooperate with your government in its recon¬ 
struction efforts."

A bill presented by MK Tamar Gozansky (Hadash) to the 
Economics Committee was amended under pressure from tobac¬ 
co lobbyists, making it easier for tobacco companies to organize 
sports, entertainment and other events under their symbols with¬ 
out showing cigarettes.

Levinger is suspected of incite¬ 
ment during a eulogy he delivered at the funeral of tenor victim 
Danny Vargas. 

During the arrest, neighbors threw eggs and other objects at 
the policemen, slightly injuring three of them. him 

Bill would Mil veto over list of drugs 

The Knesset Labor and Social Affairs Committee yesterday 
approved for first reading a bill by Labor MK Ephraim Sneb 
that would wrest control of die list of drugs to be supplied by 
health funds from die hands of the health and finance ministers. 
The proposal, to cancel the ministers’ veto, was strongly 
opposed by the two ministers. 

A second private members’ bill proposed by Sneh, which was 
also approved by the committee, would update the basket of 
health services in real terms, talcing into consideration the 
growth and ageing of the population and the increased costs of 
medications and treatments. Judy Siegel 

In-ritro charges to be cut 

Rates that the public hospitals charge the health funds for in- 
vitro fertilization treatment for their members will be “reduced 
significantly in the near future," the Health Ministry said yester¬ 
day. Dr. Yitzhak Beriovich, head of the ministry’s medical 
administration, announced this during a meeting of the Knesset 
Public Complaints' Committee convened to discuss Maccabi’s 
recent decision not to pay for fertility treatments, even though 
the cost of producing an infertile couple’s.first two children is 
included in the basket of health services. 

He said that for one course of treatment, a public hospital 
receives N1S 10,000. 

Experts have calculated that this amount can be cut signifi¬ 
cantly, Beriovich said, “without eliminating die hospital's profit 
or creating long lines for treatment" He did not give exact fig¬ 
ures. Judy Siegel

PA official: Iran funds and trains 
militants trying to kill Arafat 


Palestinian security forces have 
in recent months foiled Iranian- 
backed attempts by Islamic mili- 
tants to assassinate Palestinian 
Authority Chairman Yasser Arafat 
and senior members of his govern¬ 
ment, a senior Arafat aide said 
yesterday. 

Iran is training and funding a 
secret cell within Hamas to cany 
out die assassinations and suicide 
bombings in Israel, said PA secre¬ 
tary-general Tayyeb Abdel Rahim. 

“TVe arrested several of these 
people who had plans detailing the 
assassinations," he said. 

Tbe most recent arrest came in 
October, when Palestinian intelli¬ 
gence agents arrested Hamas 
activist Jamal Natsbe in Hebron. 


Natshe was given orders by Iran to 
kill Arafat, Abdel Rahim said, but 
did not provide details. 

As a result of tbe Wye agree¬ 
ment, there have been mounting 
threats against Arafat, both by 
Hamas and by radical Moslem 
leaders abroad. 

Iran’s spiritual leader, Ali 
Khamenei, has called Arafat a trai¬ 
tor. Hizbullah leader Sheik Hassan 
Nasrallah said Arafat’s hands 
should be chopped off for signing 
the agreement _ ■ 

The Hamas military wing, 
fzzadin Kassam warned Arafat of 
“the wrath of vengeance" for his 
crackdown on Hamas, imposed 
after last week’s suicide attack in 
Gush Katif. 
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Yasser Arafat (ap» 

On Monday, Arafat dismissed 
the threats with a wave of his 
hand. “It is not the first time and it 


won’t be the last. I don’t care,” 
said Arafat, who has survived sev¬ 
eral attempts on his life. 

Media reports said die CIA has 
given Arafat's security chiefs, 
Jibril Rajoub and Mohammed 
Dahlan, instructions on how to 
deal with the new situation. 
However, Abdel Rahim said secu¬ 
rity for Arafat has not been 
beefed up. 

Rajoub would only say that 
Palestinian security forces, espe¬ 
cially'Arafat’s bodyguard detail, 
known as Force 17, is always 
alert Several of Ararat's body¬ 
guards have received training in 
the US. 

With no designated successor, 
Arafat’s sudden death would cre¬ 


ate chaos within Palestinian soci¬ 
ety. Such a situation would seri¬ 
ously threaten an already shaky 
peace process. 

Abdel Rahim said foe PA is- 
determined to stop Iran- from, 
meddling in Palestinian affajis. 
"We won’t allow Iran to create an 
Afghanistan in our areas," he 
said. 

The daily At Kuds which is close 
to the PA wrote in an editorial that 
it found Khamenei’s attacks on 

Arafat ~*vety Crocking. We wished 
the statements by Khamenei had 
not teen made and we still hope 
that die government of Iran will 
appreciate efforts made by the 
Palestinians to maintain good rela¬ 
tions with Iran." (AP)

NICOSIA - President Ezer 
Weizman has succeeded in allay¬ 
ing many of the Cypriots' fears 
over Israeli military cooperation 
with Turkey, although tbe Nicosia 
government still has certain con¬ 
cerns, the Nicosia government 
spokesman said last night. 

“We are feeling easier after the 
two days of talks, but some con¬ 
cerns remain” spokesman 
Christos Stylianides told The 
Jerusalem Post, adding that 
Weizman is a great statesman. 

Weizman himself said later that 
foe visit had been constructive and 
interesting and that he had learned 
about the Cypriot point of view 
more closely. He said, however, he 
has no intention of trying to medi¬ 
ate in the dispute. 

But a source said that Weizman 
had agreed to discuss with Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu 
the possibility of talking to 
Turkish President Suleyman 
Demirel about softening his posi¬ 
tion towards foe Greek Cypriot 
government 

At foe same time, foe Cypriots 
requested that laael grant them “par¬ 
ity” with Tbitoy, the source said. 

Israel is exported to explore var¬ 
ious diplomatic options with a 
view to focusing more internation¬ 
al attention on foe Cypriot issue. 
The Nicosia government has 
expressed disappointment over the 
failure of the recent diplomatic 
moves to achieve concrete results 
in the dispute over foe island. 

Cyprus is prepared to forgo foe 
purchase of SAM missiles from 
Russia if an agreement can be 
readied, Stylianides said. 

But if concerns remained about 
regional matters, bilateral rela¬ 
tions took a step forward when the 
directors-general of the ministries 
of Foreign Affairs, Health, 
Communications, Tourism, and 
Industry and Trade joined foe 
presidential delegation yesterday 
for talks with foe Cypriot minister 
of commerce, industry and 
tourism and senior officials. 

Spokesman for both sides said 
the talks would yield additional 
bilateral agreements and further 
improvement in ties, which have 
moved forward since 1993. 

Weizman breakfasted with lead¬ 
ers of the five parties represented 
in foe Cypriot parliament, includ¬ 
ing foe right-wing DISY Party, 
which brought President Glafus 
Clerides to power, and the second, 
largest party, foe communist 
AKEL. 

Then he drove to foe House of 
Representatives to meet its presi¬ 
dent Spyros Kyprianou. The par¬ 
liament lies a mere stone’s throw 
from foe boundary dividing 
Nicosia since foe 1974 Turkish 
invasion and where, behind barbed 
wire, Turkish Cypriots can be seen 
walking on a street above foe moat 
of the old city.

* The clause on prohibiting illegal 
weapons removes the emphasis 
from gathering up arms used for 
tenor and Israeli security supervi¬ 
sion at border crossings. It also 
does not state what will happen to 


the illegal aims once gathered. 

• Israel agreed to release some 750 
terrorists, but this would require 
releasing Hamas members, while 
at the same time demanding the 
PA imprison them, or releasing 
Fatah members with blood on 
their hands. 

• The clause on human rights and 
the rale of law stating (he 
Palestinian Police will act with 
due regard to internationally 
accepted norms of human rights 
could be used as an escape hatch 
to prevent the effective fight 
against terror 

• The clause on the Palestinian 
Police calls for a list of police¬ 
men to be given to Israel, but 
does not state (hat the force will 
be reduced. 

- The clause on Palesrinian-US 
cooperation on the fight against 
terror does not require the PA to 
provide information or reach an 
agreement with Israel, but leaves 
die decision up to the US.

Unusual criticism, uniting MKs 
as diverse as Moledet leader 
Rehavam Zeevi and Oslo architect 
Yossi Beilin (Labor), was heard in 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defense Committee yesterday 
when it discussed the Wye agree¬ 
ment 

All the committee members 
pointed out serious faults in the 
agreement, as well as discrepancies 
between the Hebrew translation 
supplied by cabinet secretary 
Danny Naveh and the English orig¬ 
inal. 

Naveb later told Israel Radio that 
it was not meant to be a translation 
but a summary. 

At the end of the meeting the 
committee issued a joint statement 
protesting that ibe prime minister, 
defense minister and foreign minis¬ 
ter had avoided addressing the com¬ 
mittee to present the agreement. 

“The committee members. 


including the supporters of the 
Washington agreement and its 
opponents, determine that die 
agreement has serious substantia] 
faults with serious impact on the 
fate of Israel and is sloppily written 
in a way that international agree¬ 
ments should not be written.” the 
statement said. 

The MKs for once sounded sur¬ 
prisingly similar in their com¬ 
plaints. MK Zeev (Benny) Begin 
(Likud), told the committee: “When 
a shlemiel goes to the market, die 
vendors are happy. When (Prime 
Minister Binyamin] Netanyahu car¬ 
ries out negotiations, the PLO is 
happy.” 

MK Haim Raison (Labor) said, 
“Every agreement has holes. Here 
is an agreement with many boles in 
which one can immediately run and 
fall into.” 

Ramon, like other MKs, also seri¬ 
ously criticized the Hebrew version 
of die agreement as sent by Naveh 
to the ministers who have to vote on 


it. He called it “a deliberate and 
mjj^ading manipulation.” 

Hanan Porat (National Religious 
Party) demanded that Netanyahu 

provide an accurate translation of 
die agreement 

Among the problems Ramon 
cited is that die Hebrew version 
says the Palestinians cannot take 
unilateral steps until the end of die 
negotiations on final status, whereas 
this does not exist in die English 
version and Naveh *s summary 
dropped the clause about 
Palestinian human rights and die 
rale of law. 

In response die Prime Minister’s 
Office issued a statement calling the 
committee’s reaction “political and 
unprofessional and the result of a 
strange alliance between the oppo¬ 
nents of the government and the 
opponents of the agreement” 

The statement repeated that Israel 
had succeeded after tough negotia¬ 
tions to bring about an agreement 
with a long list of tilings which did 


not exist in the original US initia¬ 
tive. 

These include the Palestinian 
working plan on combatting terror¬ 
ism; convening the Palestinian 
National Council to abolish the 
Palestinian Covenant; reducing die 
number of Palestinian police by 
6,000; having an effective system of 
collecting arms; and achieving a 
significant reduction in the scope of 
the redeployment. 

Among the faults in the agree¬ 
ment pointed out by MK Gideon 
Ezra (Likud) is the understanding 
that Israel will release 750 prisoners 
without blood on their hands, 
whereas according to Ezra this 
number does not exist. 

Meretz leader Yossi Sarid said 
that “unfortunately, with sorrow, I 
think we will have no choice but to 
release prisoners with blood on 
their hands or Hamas members.” 

Ezra also said there was no time 
schedule for the arrest of 30 wanted 
terrorists.

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Haifa judge 
assaulted in court

Haifa District Court Judge 
Menahem Ne’eman was punched 
and kicked yesterday by a mam 
who had apparently waited for 
him to leave his chambers. 

The judge, who had left his 
office to go to the bathroom, was 
taken by surprise by his 
assailant, a 28-year-old Acre 
man, and suffered several blows 
before security officers pulled 
off the attacker and arrested him. 

Ne'eman was lightly injured 
and was taken to Haifa's Carmel 


Hospital for treatment. He was 
released later in the day. 

It was later found that the sus¬ 
pect, who has bailiff’s warrants 
pending against him, had intend¬ 
ed to assault other judges. 
During a search of his clothing, 
police found a list with the 
names of other judges he had 
allegedly planned to attack, as 
well as a rock. 

The suspect is to be brought 
before the Haifa Magistrates Court 
today for a remand hearing. 

Attorney-General Elyakim 
Rubinstein issued a statement in 


response to the attack on 
Ne'eman, saying such manifes¬ 
tations of violence must be 
fought. "There is no doubt that 
Israel’s judges will not be 
deterred and will continue to ful¬ 
fill their mission," said 
Rubinstein, who phoned 
Ne'eman to express his sympa¬ 
thy and encouragement 
State Attorney Edna Aibel also 
expressed regiet at the incident, 
saying she hopes it will serve as 
a warning light to society against 
further deterioration of norms 
and would not be repeated. 


Blumenthal vows to fight Customs 
Authority over exemptions

The Customs Authority's proposal to pass legisla¬ 
tion grandng returning citizens customs exemptions 
only if they have been abroad at least 10 years came 
under stiff attack from Knesset Immigration and 
Absorption Committee chairwoman Naomi 
Blumenthal yesterday. 

"Doing this would send a clear message to all 
Israelis living abroad that we don’t want you," 
Blumenthal said, adding that she would act to scut¬ 
tle the proposal. 

The proposal has been approved by Finance 
Minister Yaakov Neernan, and it needs to be passed 
in the finance committee within two months. 

Customs Authority director Motti Ayalon told 
the committee that 80 percent of those receiving 
the exemptions are returning government emis¬ 
saries and their families, and there was no reason 


to allow this. 

However. Absorption Ministry representatives dis¬ 
missed this figure as totally inaccurate. 

Blumenthal suggested that if this is die problem, 
specific guidelines could be included in the law 
regarding customs exemptions for returning Israelis 
relating to such emissaries, and perhaps excluding 
diem from die list of those eligible for the customs 
rights. 

Government officials this year granted more liber¬ 
al benefits as a lever for attracting Israelis living 
abroad to return during the state’s jubilee year. 

As part of this arrangement, a previous proposal 
had spoken of granting the rights to those who had 
been abroad two years or more. 

Blumenthal said she would not allow die new 
arrangement to pass and had already begun dis¬ 
cussing how to block it in the finance committee, a 
spokesman for Blumenthal said.

Am Hofshi to monitor haredi polling stations

Am Hofshi (Free Nation) will 
send 120 observers to monitor 
haredi polling stations in 
Jerusalem, Petah Tikva, and 
Netanya during next week’s 
municipal elections to prevent 
fraud, chairman Oman Yekutieii 
announced yesterday. 

"Am Hofshi has observer sta¬ 
tus from candidates that want to 
prevent fraud and keep an eye on 
the elections," Yekutieii said, 
adding that he had support from 
most candidates. "God forbid 


that this should be seen as an 
attack on the haredim; we will be 
very happy if there is no fraud. 
But the suspicion police and the 
candidates have is about the 
haredi neighborhoods.” 

The observers will work with 
security guards and hidden cam¬ 
eras. They will report any suspi¬ 
cious activity to a supervisor 
who will alert the proper author¬ 
ities. 

During that last election, there 
were between 6,000 to 8,000 
forged ballots in Jerusalem, 
according to Am Hofshi 


spokesman Lior Horev. 

In the past election, methods of 
fraud included voting in some¬ 
one else’s name, voters from 
other cities casting ballots in 
Jerusalem, changing ID card pic¬ 
tures, and voting in the name of 
dead people by using their IDs. 

Yekutieii, who is also running 
for Jerusalem mayor, said there 
is no conflict of interest between 
his campaign and his role in Am 
Hofshi. 

“This is about democratic con¬ 
cerns in the vote,” he said. 

United Torah Judaism candi¬ 


date and Jerusalem deputy 
mayor Uri Lupotianski said it is 
unfair to single out the haredi m. 

"Wherever there are gaps in 
the system, there can be fraud," 
he said. "But to say only one 
group is lying and cheating sur¬ 
prises me. That’s pan of the anti- 
haredi campaign, saying we took 
over by fraud.” 

Horev said the reputation of all 
haredim should not be ruined by 
the actions of a few. 

"There is one group that forges 
ballots and ruins the name for all 
the haredim."

Speaker Dan Tichon announced yesterday that die 
early elections bills would come up for a first reacting 
in the Knesset on November 16. 

However, Haim Oron (Meretz) demanded that 
Tichon coordinate the date with the bills’ sponsors. 
One bill is sponsored by Oron and the other by Haim 
Ramon and Ra’anan Cohen (both Labor).

Free pre-school bill moves forward 

A bill that would ensure free education beginning at 
three, instead of five, was passed on first reading last 
night Shlomo Ben-Ami (Labor), one of its sponsors, 
said that "this is great news for young couples who 
are crumbling under the burden of pre-school costs.” 

The other sponsors are Tamar Gozansky (Hadasb). 
and Anat Maor (Meretz). 

Maor said after the vote that the legislation would 
cost an estimated NIS 75 million next year, to come 
from budget reserves. At die same time, she said that 


in a compromise to win support, the sponsors agreed 
to implement the plan gradually, beginning with four 
or starting in development towns. 

Knesset wants more Hebrew musk 

Half of all songs broadcast on the country’s air¬ 
waves would have to be in Hebrew, according to a bill 
passed on first reading. The aim of the bill, sponsored 
by Yona Yahav (Labor), is to boost original local cul¬ 
ture and creativity. 

Yahav said the move is especially fitting in the 
nation’s 50th year. The bill also calls for the issuing 
of a license for a station that would specialize in all 
types of Hebrew music. 

BiQ^would boost film industry 

Funding would be boosted by 500 percent to some 
NIS 65m. annually and a national council for Israeli 
film would be established to encourage and decide on 
dividing funds among the various groups in film 
industry, according to a bill passed on first reading. 

The legislation, sponsored by Yona Yahav (Labor), 
Dedi Zucker (Meretz), and Ruby Rrvlin (Likud), is 
meant to ensure that die film industry can be sustained, 
even if it is not profitable. The extra funds would come 
from profits fiom royalties from the Second Television 
and Radio Authority and cable television, and thus cut 
dependence on direct government funding. 

Rivlin said that in coordination with Zucker, (he two 
asked Prime Minister Binyamin Netanyahu fin- support 
for the film industry and he promised to transfer anoth¬ 
er NIS 10m. this year, regardless of the legislation.

Residents of the Jerusalem neigh¬ 
borhood of Rehavia are angry over 
plans to close off the streets border¬ 
ing Ihe prime minister's residence 
and are hoping authorities will 
reconsider the proposal. 

The issue is one of security, with 
the General Security Service 
expressing a desire to shut down 
Balfour and Smolanskin streets to 
prevent a suicide car bomber from 
making his way alongside the 
house.

"We haven’t decided yet," said 
Haggai Elias, spokesman for 
Jerusalem Mayor Ehud Olmert. 


"We’re waiting until we talk to the 
Transportation Ministry, and then 
together we will make a decision." 

Neighbors who are already 
inconvenienced by the street’s 
closing whenever the prime minisi 
ter comes or goes, or when there’s 
a demonstration, say they have a 
life to live as well. 

“1 understand where it’s coming 
from, because there is a tense 
atmosphere since the assassination 
of [prime minister Yitzhak] 
Rabin” said Ilanit Sasson 
Melchior, chairwoman of the 
World Union of Jewish Students, 
whose offices are across (he street 
in the Tena Sancta compound. 
"But at the same time people have 
to continue to be able to live their 
lives. It’s created an atmosphere of 
fear.” 


Melchior said chat things were 
much different when Rabin lived 
across the street.

Bank Leumi known "the hidden 
identity of those behind the pur¬ 
chase of the Migdal insurance com¬ 
pany this deal would not have taken 
place," Herschson wrote to Knesset 
Speaker Dan Tlchon. 

“The identity of the shareholders 
in Generali are a matter of public 
record, nothing was hidden," a 
company source said last night 

The MKs said they are concerned 
by what they say-is Generali’s 
unpreparedness to publish the 
names of at least 100,000 policy- 
holders who were killed during the 
Holocaust and whose families have 
yet to receive payment 

Generali said it has no legal oblig¬ 
ation to pay out, after its assets were 
seized by communist regimes in 
post-World War n Europe.

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NRP bill would raise election 
threshold to 3 percent

With election talk constantly in 
the air* National Religious Party 
whip Shmaryahu Ben-Tsur has 
submitted a bill calling for the vot¬ 
ing threshold of entry to the 
Knesset to be raised to 3 percent 
from the current 1.5 percent of the 
popular vote. • .- ■ . • 

Ben-Tsur raised the issue after 
holding discussions with both 
coalition and opposition MKs. 
Yesterday -15 MKs from Labor and 
the NRP got together as part of an 
ongoing dialogue between the two 
parties. 

The Knesset Vs expected to vote 
in a couple of weeks on a bill by 
Tsomet whip EltezerZandberg and 
Labor MK Haggai Merom calling 


for a 4 percent threshold. 

Ben-Tsur said that, although the 
initiative is only in the eady stage, 
he thinks there is a high chance of 
the threshold being raised before 
the next elections. He said tire bill 
is aimed at reducing tire number of 
small parties in the Knesset and the 
political extortion that results. 

He said he had spoken to people 
in Labor, Shas’leader Aryeh Deri, 
and coalition and Likud whip Meir 
Sheetrit, all of whom had all 
promised to support tire bill. 

Ben-Tsur rejected a suggestion 
that the bfll is primarily aimed at 
Meimad, a dovish national reli¬ 
gious movement which only nar¬ 
rowly failed to pass tire threshold 
when it ran for the Knesset in 1988. 

Meimad called the initiative to 


raise the threshold "an anti-democ¬ 
ratic act. aimed at gagging [the 
smaller parties]. The Meimad 
movement calls on the NRP to stop 
this initiative, which hits at the 
freedom of expression and freedom 
of choice. The NRP, which has 
become politically marginalized, 
fears defeat in tire next elections 
and therefore aims at blocking 
Meimad." 

Six NRP MKs attended tire meet¬ 
ing with Labor colleagues. Labor 
secretary-general Ra’anan Cohen, 
one of tire initiators of tire dialogue 
effort, stressed tire meeting was not 
a response to tire vote on the budget 

“Particularly at a time of division 
and incitement, it is important to 
hold a dialogue aimed at building 
cooperation and links between the 


parties, especially on social and 
economic issues, without hiding 
the differences of opinion on polit¬ 
ical issues," Cohen said. 

MK Nissan Slomiansky (NRP) 
said the parties share the same 
opinions on some 80 percent of 
issues and the meetings are aimed 
at strengthening what the two par¬ 
ties have in common. 

Labor’s Nissim Zvilli warned 
that the alliance would not work if 
the NRP "gives into the extremists 
among it" He said the party should 
strive for a national unity govern¬ 
ment. 

Only MK Eli Gabbai (NRP) said 
that talking is not enough and sug¬ 
gested actually sitting down to 
work together, starting with the 
municipal elections.

apartments. We pay high taxes here 
- the third highest in the country - 
and we get little for our money.”

This year’s race for mayor is 
something of a free-for-all. The 
disarray began earlier this year 
when Mayor Zvi Poleg (Labor) 
unexpectedly resigned. 

He was replaced by his deputy, 
Vfered Swed, who was intended to be 
a caretaker mayor since another 
Laborite, former city manager Motti 
Hod, had already been chosen by the 
party to run. But after some months 
in office, Swed decided that she 
would like to remain mayor, and 
began an effort to mount her own 
campaign with Tsomet. 

When that didn't work out, she 
moved to the Likud, throwing her 
support to that party’s candidate, 
frontrunner Miriam Fireburg, a 
social worker and criminologist If 
she is elected, she will be the first 
woman elected mayor of a major 
Israeli city. 

Among the challenges Fireburg 
must overcome is one from within 
her own party. Offering city resi¬ 
dents a nostalgic taste of (he past is 
Yoel Elroy, who had a long tenure 
In the mayor’s office before Poleg 
defeated him. Elroy promises to 
restore Netanya to its former glory. 

But the promises are falling on 
cynical ears. Schrodeck and her 
fellow voters will be scrutinizing 
the candidates with the skepticism 
of citizens who have been disap¬ 
pointed by politicians. 

"My vote, and the votes of 
those I know, are going to be cast 
for the candidate that we believe 
will really make a change in this 
city and not just throw promises 
around; we are tired of promises. 
The politicians often overlook 
the English speakers here, but we 
do all of the volunteer work. A 
number of years back, we got so 
tired of the garbage that we phys¬ 
ically went out and cleaned up 
the city. Recently, we were asked 
by the municipality to do this 
again. 

“But this time, we’re waiting. 


We’re not going to do anything to 
clean up the Netanya landscape 
without some assurances from die 
city government that they are going 
to work with us to keep it that way."

This year’s municipal race is 
characterized by voter confusion. 
Traditionally a Labor stronghold, 
the party has been splintered 
because the incumbent mayor, 
Yitzhak Wald, was not chosen to 
lead the party. 

Instead, his deputy, Anuram 
Miller, is running for mayor as the 
endorsed Labor candidate and 
heading the official Labor list, 
while Wald is fronting an indepen¬ 
dent list called Kfar Sava 2000 and 
has taken several powerful Labor 
figures with him. 

To split the party even further, a 
third Labor functionary, Danny 
Eldar, is also a candidate. 

The Likud is similarly split, pit¬ 
ting Ya’acov Ohayon, the official 
candidate, against another Likud 
veteran, Yoel Kroll. 

As a result, observers say, voters 
are having trouble figuring out 
who are the “real" candidates for 
Labor and Likud, and' many are 
predicting a run-off election for 
the mayor’s seat 

And to add to the chaos, these 
candidacies are just the tip of the 
iceberg in a municipal race that 
includes more than 16 different 
parties running for city council. 

“I believe that people want 
change in Kfar Sava, but even a 
week before the elections, 1 don't 
know if the majority have decided 
how to make that change come 
about." says Amos Gabrieli, 34, an 
attorney who is running as No. 2 
on Miller’s Labor list Gabrieli 
spent many years in Great Britain 
and is married to a woman from 
Manchester. 

Gabrieli says that die changes 
the city voters are clamoring for 
include the elimination of the 
town's multi-million shekel deficit 
and an upgrade in the level of city 
services. 

"The issue of education is cru¬ 
cial in Kfar Sava this year," he 
says. “There is a feeling among 
parents that there are just not 
enough alternatives within the city 
and people are tired of sending 
their children out of town to 
national religious schools in 
Ra’anana, and to special education 
facilities elsewhere. 

"In addition, compared to our 
neighbors in Ra’anana and Hod 
Hasharon, we have a shortage of 
parks and open space for our chil¬ 
dren to play. And there is an urgent 
need to deal with the problems of 
transportation and traffic jams."

MILAN (AP)-The ex-wife of slain fashion heir Maurizio 
Gucci was convicted of his murder yesterday and sentenced to 
29 years in prison. 

Four co-defendants were also convicted, with the triggerman 
getting a life sentence. 

The verdict came only a few hours after Patrizia Reggjani 
Martinelli made a final plea for mercy before a crowded court¬ 
room, saying site was naive and involved in his murder against 
her will. 

The prosecution had asked for the maximum - a life sen¬ 
tence. Bur the panel of two judges and five citizens instead 
gave her 29 years in prison. 

She was accused of murdering her ex-husband to gain con¬ 
trol of his fortune. 


Yeltsin appears, looks relaxed 

MOSCOW (Reuters) - Russian President Boris Yeltsin made 
his first public appearance yesterday since beginning a rest cure 
on the Black Sea last Friday. 

Yeltsin looked relaxed in televised footage. He greeted 
Russian Defense Minister Igor Sergeyev in an open-necked shirt 
and cardigan at a retreat in the resort of Sochi, where he is 
enjoying a climate milder than Moscow’s early winter. 

“Despite the country’s economic difficulties the president is 
paying constant attention to the reorganization of our armed 
forces and is giving ail the support he can" Sergeyev told 
reporters after his talks in Sochi. 


Man who forced slave labor compensation dies 

Norbert Wollheim, the Auschwitz survivor who first forced 
German industry to compensate stave laborers, died Sunday in 
New York. He was 85. 

In 1951. Wollheim sued l.G. Farben, arguing that he should be 
compensated for two years of forced labor at the company’s 
synthetic-rubber plant. His action, which produced a tiny 
stipend for himself. led Farben to reach an agreement with the 
Claims Conference for a $6.5 million fund to compensate 
Jewish laborers. 

Before he was deported, the Berlin-born Wollheim helped save 
more than 9.500 Jewish children through transports to Britain. 

Wollheim, who immigrated to the US in 1952, helped create 
the organization of American survivors, and the emotional con¬ 
vening in Jerusalem in 1981 of some 7,000 survivors from 
around the world.

France says spy case won’t harm NATO ties 

PARTS (Reurersj - The French government said yesterday its 
ties to NATO would not be harmed by charges a French army 
officer working in the alliance's Brussels headquarters had 
been spying for Yugoslavia. But officials conceded the French 
military had been shaken by the arrest of Maj. Pierre Bunel, 
46, in Paris on suspicion of giving Belgrade secret NATO 
plans for possible air strikes on Serbia.

US, UK threaten force a 



Hews agencies 

Britain and the United States 
warned yesterday they have not 
rofcd out the use of force if Iraq fails 
to back down in its latest confronta¬ 
tion over UN weapons inspectors. 

US Defense Secretary WiHiara 
Cohen and his British counterpart, 
George Roberstoo, meeting briefly 
in London, issued a statement (ail¬ 
ing the two countries in “complete 
agreement about the gravity of the 
situation.” 

On Saturday, Iraq banned UN 
weapons inspection teams from 
working in the country after the 
UN Security Council again 
refused to lift economic sanctions. 
The Security Council demanded 
that Iraq reverse the ban. 

“Saddam Hussein has. to realize 
that full compliance with the UN 
is the only way open to Iraq to 
achieve the lifting of sanctions,” 
the statement from Cohen and 
Robertson said. 

It added that all options remain 
on the table, including the use of 
force, to persuade Saddam. 

The situation is similar to the 
last crisis in February, when an 
Iraqi refusal to allow UN weapons 
inspectors to do their job led to a 
buildup of forces in the Gulf. 

“Diplomacy can achieve a. lot,” 
Robertson told British Broadcasting 
Carp, radio yesterday. “Diplomacy 
backed by die threat of force can 
achieve much more.” He added that 
“Saddam has got to get a very clear 
and unanimous massagfe from die 
international community that this is 
not going to be tolerated." 

The Guardian newspaper yes¬ 
terday quoted an Iraqi defector as 
saying Saddam has a chemical and 
biological weapons arsenal that he 
keeps secret from even his most 
senior advisers. Abbas Janabi, the

Storm relief efforts focus on survivors

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (Reuters) - Attention 
in Central America turned from die dead to tbe 
living yesterday as thousands of people remained 
cut off from food and water after being battered 
last week by Hurricane Mitch, one of die 
region’s worst natural disasters on record 

With more than 7,000 people feared dead — 
most of them in Nicaragua and Honduras—and 
fragile economies rumed by the effects of 
Hurricane Mitch, which has since dissipated, res¬ 
cue workers renewed their search for survivors. 

:^Arleast-+,444people were confirmed dead,, 
including 808 in Nicaragua, 362 in Honduras; 
174 in E! Salvador and 93 in Guatemala. 

Meanwhile, pledges of foreign aid trickled 
in, welcome relief for a region whose leaders 


say a complete recovery will takes years. 

Honduran President Carlos Flores issued an 
impassioned plea for help on Monday and key 
Central American allies pledged to do what 
they could. 

“Tbe Red Cross and the [Nicaraguan] army 
are in the process of rescuing the living, which 
is still the No. I priority,” Red Cross spokes¬ 
woman Leonora Rivera said. “We're not look¬ 
ing for bodies. The dead are dead.”

“There are news reports that I 
have authorized contacts. 

It’s true" Aznar said upon bis 
return from a trip to London: . 

The contacts would be through 
die Basque National Liberation 
Movement, a loose grouping, of 
ETA and other militant separatist 
organizations, a spokesman for 
Aznar’s office said. 

’Tbe contacts that have not hap¬ 
pened up until now will take place 
with the go-betweens of ETA's ^ 
world,” said die spokesman, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 
“We cannot say anything yet about 
the how, who and when.” 

An official government 
spokesman, Josep Pique, idd 
reporters that die contacts : were to 
explore new possibilities.since tbe - 
cease-fire, “to find out whether (ETA) 
is really willing to give up violence 
for good.” 

ETA, which is campaigning for 
a Basque homeland in northern 
Spain and southern France, 
declared an indefinite cease-fire 
last two months ago, ushering in 
the Basque peace process. 

Groups close to ETA said the 
truce was modeled cm die Northern 
Irish process that led to the April 
peace accord and urged die govern¬ 
ment to promote a'rtegotiated settle¬ 
ment as British JYime Minister Tony 
Blair had done in Northern Ireland. 

Irish republican leadeT Gerry 
Adains visited the Basque region 
last month and urged Aznar's gov¬ 
ernment to respond positively to the 
cease-fire by opening peace talks. 

A group of Basque political par¬ 
ties and organizations known as 
the Irish Forum seemed Adams’ 
backing for its proposal, known as 
the Lizarra Declaration, for all¬ 
party peace talks, including the 
government mid ETA. 

The Irish Forum includes Hefri 
Batasuna, the political coalition 
linked to ETA, as well as moderate 
Basque nationalist parties, labor 
unions and civic groups. < 

Tbe government's hard-line posi¬ 
tion of rejecting peace negotiations 
with ETA or legal organizations 
linked to it has softened gradually 
since the cease-fire and since 
regional elections-on October 25. • 1 
Until then the government took 
a rough stand against ETA, arrest¬ 
ing many militants, dismantling a 
major ETA financial network anti 
closing an allied daily newspaper 
— all of which is believed to have 
contributed to the cease-fire. 

Recently, the government let it be 
known ETA would not be required 
to hand over weapons before talks 
could be held on the future of 535 
ETA prisoners being held in 
Spanish jails and overissues. ■

The Kyoto accords were 
hailed as historic because, for 
the first time, die United States 
and other First World countries 
agreed in principle to curb their 


production of pollutants. 

The tricky details were left out 
- the levels of cuts, and who 
would pay for them. Even so, the 
modest -historic" agreement 
between 200 states has been rat¬ 
ified by one - Fiji. The US, the 
monster generator of most of the 
gas problem, has not even signed 
the treaty. 

It is absolutely clear that petty 
human squabbles over who 
should cut pollution first (the 
industrialized world or the 
developing world) hold sway 
over any political understanding 
of the seriousness of the prob¬ 
lem. If our air contained nothing 
but its main ingredients - 78 per¬ 
cent nitrogen and 21^ oxygen - 
nearly all of the energy generat¬ 
ed by the sun on the 
surface of the globe 
would radiate back 
into space. The tem¬ 
perature would be way 
below zero, and we 
never would have 
evolved to endure it. 

The so-called green¬ 
house gases, such as 
carbon dioxide, trap 
some solar energy, 
producing the cozy 
average analogy of a 
greenhouse on a chilly 
but sunny winter after¬ 
noon. 

Human activity, especially the 
burning of fossil fuels, is turning 
the air into a lens and the climate 
into turmoil. But the greenhouse 
and global wanning descriptions 
are somewhat misleading 
because (hey suggest that the 
serious issue is rising average 
temperature. It is not; it is mov¬ 
ing water. 

Most of the earth's surface 
energy goes into evaporating 
water, and when water changes 
from liquid to gas, it traps that 
energy as latent heat When the 
airborne water re-condenses, it 
dumps that energy back into the 
air. It takes very little global 
wanning to allow the air to hold 
much more moisture. 

Fiddle and burn 
But such changes are not even 
- some regions dry out more 
fiercely as water is sucked out of 
them, other regions are flooded 
more drastically as huge rain¬ 
falls dump on them, higher tem¬ 
perature differentials swirl 
winds and tides into new pat¬ 
terns, in turn bringing new and 
more extreme weather changes. 

Does this sound familiar to 
dedicated followers of the 
weather channels? 

One myth by which politicians 
excuse their reckless indolence 
on this issue is the one which 
says ‘'Well, scientists disagree 
about it all anyway." 

This is not so. There is sur¬ 
prising unanimity, given that 
climate mechanics is such a dif¬ 
fuse science. Modern predictive 
models are done by computers 
making weather simulations 
using vast amounts of observed 
data. They are very good at it. 
There areas of controversy and 
uncertainty of course. But there 
is one area of absolute agree¬ 
ment People are polluting the 
planet and changing the cli¬ 
mate, and the people's leaders 
are fiddling while (he globe 
scorches. Even Nero didn't 
manage that. 


The man who would be king 

Crown Prince Hassan of Jordan, in the midst of a royal trial-run as his brother undergoes 
cancer treatment, is finding himself in the unwelcome glare of public and media attention

H e is his brother’s protege, 
top adviser and closest 
friend. 

For 33 years, since King 
Hussein of Jordan tapped him as 
official successor. Crown Prince 
Hassan has-been the understudy, 
learning the pan but rarely gening 
the chance to play it. 

But Hassan is now - reluctantly 
- In the midst of a royal trial-run, 
acting as regent while his beloved 
older brother undergoes treatment 
for lymphatic cancer in the US. 
The brothers consult regularly but 
Hassan is formally running the 
country, as he has been since 
Hussein began chemotherapy at 
Minnesota's Mayo Clinic in July. 

Now, with the 62-yeor-oId 
monarch's gaunt, gutsy appear¬ 
ance last month at the Wye 
Plantation summit again fueling 
speculation about succession, the 
51-year-old Hassan is finding him¬ 
self in the unwelcome glare of 
public and media attention, weary 
of the unending rumors about 
Hussein's health and the 
inevitable, sometimes unflattering 
comparisons that follow. 

Adding to the pressures, the ail¬ 
ing king’s role at the Mideast 
peace talks and his eloquent 
speech afterward at the White 
House showcased the very quali¬ 
ties - charisma, personal warmth 
and a sure, natural style of leader¬ 
ship - that the brainy, thoughtful 
Hassan is said to lack. 

And frankly, the prince said in a 
recent interview, be finds the end¬ 
less discussion of their differences 
a bit exasperating, especially 
given his years of working closely 
with his brother. 

“One needs to look at the track 
record over three decades," he said. 
“We have what some have called a 
unique partnership. And if certain 
qualities exist, I believe they have 
complemented each other.” 

Added one longtime associate: 
"He knows be can never be exact¬ 
ly like Hussein. But so what? 
What are they supposed to be, 
anyway, a family of clones?'* 

They are far from it, despite a 
bedrock of shared political values 
and an obvious affection and 
admiration for each other. Hussein 
is instinctive, patient, often wise, a 
man who seems equally at home 
In a Beduin tent or a summit of 
world leaders. 

Hassan is driven, detail-oriented 
and impatient, especially with 
what he sees as incompetence. 
Despite years of effort to develop 
something akin to his brother's 
easy manner, he is more comfort¬ 
able expounding his theories on 
the "arc of instability” or “politics 
over policy” with intellectual 
elites than discussing everyday 
problems with the public. 

At the same tune, several politi¬ 
cians and analysts here, speaking 
privately, say that while they 
believe and hope that the king will 
resume fire throne at the end of his 
treatment, Hassan's intellectual 
gifts and interests are well-suited 
to leading Jordan in the future. 

“He’s a modem man, well-edu¬ 
cated and very interested in issues 
like the economy," a prominent

academic said of the prince. 

“That's a major plus for Jordan. 
He would be likely to focus much 
more on technology, education, 
infrastructure and development.” 

THIS stint as regent has been fora 
longer period than ever before. 

Efcuing the interview and an ear¬ 
lier dinner at his home in die royal 
palace compound in Amman, 
Hassan spoke of some of the 
strains involved in filling in for his 
brother during a period of disap¬ 
pointment among Jordanians over 
the slow pace of regional peace 
and a continuing economic reces¬ 
sion in the country, along with 
widespread worry about the king. 

“It’s been a difficult few 
months," be said. “Every day, I've 
tried not only to reassure 
Jordanians over his majesty's 


health but remind them that we all 
have to live up to his expectations 
for a stable Jordan.” 

The crown prince described his 
relationship with the king as one 
of give and take, where each 
respects the other’s views. But 
they have different roles, he said. 

“The king has the stature and 
standing of a head of state with 
years of experience," he said. 
“Jordan is synonymous all over 
the world with King Hussein.” 

His own role, he said, involved 
working “closer to die kitchen" of 
day-to-day business and often act¬ 
ing as a trouble-shooter, a back¬ 
ground that has served him well in 
recent months. 

According to accounts from die 
king's doctors and his family, 
Hussein is responding well to treat¬ 
ment and may be able to return to 


Jordan soon, perhaps this month. 
The Jordanian government and die 
State Department recently denied 
an Israeli newspaper account that 
quoted US officials as saying the 
king’s condition was dire. 

But, as if to prepare his subjects, 
Hussein himself has alluded sever¬ 
al times to the possibility of his 
passing, and die prospect is unset¬ 
tling for many in Jordan, where a 
majority of -the nation's 4 million 
people have never known another 
leader. The king has ruled his 
nation for 46 years, and Jordanians 
describe him in affectionate, often 
deeply personal tones. 

“We have been depressed and 
upset ever since we heard the king 
was sick," said Saleh Mohammed 
Omari, a 60-year-old bus driver. 
“He is like our family." 

In contrast, Hassan is widely 


respected but seems to lack the 
king's ability to connect with the 
people. 

“He's very smart," said Khaled 
Hammad, a 34-year-old switch¬ 
board operator in Amman, the cap¬ 
ital. “We trust him, but we don’t 
really feel like we know him." 

HASSAN was only 5 when 
Hussein assumed die throne at the 
age of 16 in 1952, not long after 
his grandfather. King Abdullah, 
was assassinated. 

The teen-age king took charge 
of his brother's upbringing and 
education, sending him to the 
British prep school Harrow and 
then on to Christ Church College 
at Oxford University, where 
Hassan received bachelor's and 
master’s degrees in Oriental 
Studies. 

Along the way, Hassan added 
fluency in English and French to 
his Arabic, and studied Hebrew, 
German and Turkish. 

In 1965, Hussein amended the 
constitution to change the roles of 
succession, and on Hassan's 18th 
birthday he named the prince his 
heir, bypassing another brother, 
Mohammed. 

The king also skipped over his 
own first two sons, who were con¬ 
sidered ineligible for the throne 
because their mother, the second of 
Hussein's four wives, was British. 

Hassan and Hussein share the 
same basic political views and 
hopes for their country. Both are 
moderates who favor a strong rela¬ 
tionship with the US and are firmly 
committed to peace in die region. 

In 1994, die kingdom became the 
second Arab country, after Egypt, to 
sign a peace treaty with Israel. And 
Hussein has held fast to die pact, 
despite opposition from many 
Jordanians and disappointment here 
that it has not produced die eco¬ 
nomic benefits dial were expected. 

Hassan also advocates liberaliz¬ 
ing and reforming the struggling 
economy and continuing his 
brother's cautious steps toward 
democracy. 

A man who arises before 6 a.m. 
and works regularly until mid¬ 
night, Hassan is famously 
demanding of those around him. 

“People tend to be on edge 
around him," said one former aide. 
“You want to be very careful not 
to display any sign of ignorance or 
he’ll never let you forget it” > 

And when he invites staffers or 
relatives to join in his rigorous 
brands of exercise - polo, taekwon¬ 
do or dapping rope - “everyone 
tends to disappear;” the aide said. 

The prince is a man of keen, 
searching intellect who has found¬ 
ed such groups as Jordan’s Royal 
Scientific Society and die Arab 
Thought Forum, the latter a place 
for intellectuals and academics to 
meet policy-makers. . 

But he also can be playful, espe¬ 
cially with his family. 

Hassan, who is married to 
Pakistani-born Princess Sarvath, 
with whom he has four children, 
recently delighted his 2-year-old 
grandson - and surprised staff 
members - by putting the boy in 
die fountain outside his home, 
then jumping in with him.

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John Hume: A clear, persistent voice of sanity 

The Nobel Peace Prize winner from N. Ireland has replaced the doctrine “an eye for an eye” with a nonviolent tract of tolerance 
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T wo weeks ago, one-half of the 
Nobel Peace Prize was awarded 
to Northern Irish politician John 
Hume. The Nobel committee stated 
that for the past 30 years, Hume had 
been the "clearest and most consistent 
advocate of peace in Northern Ireland.

Hume took a great risk in 1993, when 
he approached Gerry Adams, leader of 
Sinn Fein. After their secret talks were 
revealed. Home was vilified by most of 
the Protestant Unionist community and 
in the media. Major figures in his own 
party turned against him. His life was 
threatened. But his persistence paid off 
as Sinn Fein joined the talks on new 
political arrangements for Northern 
Ireland. 

While Hume did not take a position 
in the new Northern Irish government, 
he continues to serve in both the British 
and European Parliaments. Patricia, his 
wife of 38 years, runs the Social 
Democrats' constituency office in 
Londonderry, or Derry, as many there 
still call it. 

Hume shares this year’s Nobel award 
with John Trimble, first minister of die . 
Northern Irish Assembly and leader of 
the Ulster Unionist Party. From his 
European Parliament office in 
Strasbourg, Ranee, Hume spoke about 
the changing nature of the nation-state, 
his relationship with Adams and his 
optimism about long-term peace in 
Northern Ireland. 

Q: Many people now look to 
Northern Ireland as an example of how 
seemingly intractable conflicts can be 
reconciled. What can people in other 
areas of conflict learn from Ireland? 

A: All conflict, when you study it, is 
about difference - whether it’s your 
race, your religion or your nationality. 
And the answer to difference is not to 
fight about it but to respect it, because 
difference is an accident of birth. 

Id respecting difference, the best way 
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to do it in areas of conflict is to set up 
democratic institutions which respect 
our differences but allow us to work 
together with one another in our com¬ 
mon interests. Those common interests 
are largely social and economic. We 
have to spill our 
sweat and not our 
blood. This way you 
build the trust and 
break down the bar¬ 
riers of centuries 
which allows a new 
society to evolve 
based upon agree¬ 
ment and respect 
for difference. 

That’s what we are 
now doing in 
Northern Ireland. 

Q: A number of 
commentators have 
pointed out that 
Martin Luther King 
Jr. was a great 
influence on you. 

A: In the 1960s, 
most young people 
in Europe were 
influenced by the 
civil rights move- Hume 
ment in America 
and by President John F. Kennedy. I 
often quote King in my speeches, given 
that we are a divided people. The quote 
I use most often is one he took from 
Mahatma Gandhi: “The old doctrine of 
an eye for an eye leaves everybody 
blind." When you use violence in a 
divided society, the other side retaliates 
and you’re into the doctrine of an eye 
for an eye. 

Q: You've focused on concrete issues 



in Northern Ireland like the right to 
jobs, fair housing and economic devel¬ 
opment, rather than the issue of a unit¬ 
ed Ireland, which has animated Sinn 
Fein and the Irish Republican Army. 
Why? 

A: My father once 
told me you can't 
eat a flag. If you 
cannot earn a living 
in the land of your 
birth and you have 
to go elsewhere to 
do so, then the land 
of your birth is not 
worth much to you. 
So the most impor¬ 
tant thing for people 
is that they have a 
decent standard of 
living, and therefore 
it’s our duty to do 
everything we can 
to assure they’ve 
got iL And, of 
course, when they 
have that, it’s a lot 
easier to deal with 
other problems. We 
are about to do that 
(AP) now in Northern 
Ireland. 

Q: You had secret talks with Gerry 
Adams, the leader of Sinn Fein, in 1993 
about ending violence. What was it that 
gav% you the sense that the IRA and 
Sinn Fein might be intensted in an 
alternative political solution? 

A: I knew that Sinn Fein and the IRA 
believed in what they were doing and 
were a product of Insh history. I felt 
that the reasons they were giving for 
their actions were out of date. So I 


asked them to state the reasons for their 
strategy. They said that the British were 
in Ireland defending their interests by 
force, and therefore the Irish had the 
right to use force to put them out. My 
reply was that, yes, in the past, Britain 
came into Ireland originally because of 
Ireland’s links to European countries, 
but that was no longer true in today’s 
Europe. Today's problem of a divided 
people was a legacy of that past, but 
that couldn't be solved by guns or 
bombs; it could only be made worse by 
deepening the division. That was the 
fundamental basis of (he debate. 

Q: You were vilified in the Irish media 
and even criticized by members of your 
own party for meeting with Adams. Was 
that the most difficult time in your 
political career? 

Ac It was a very difficult time because 
I did get a lot of abuse and a lot of crit¬ 
icism. While I’m a public representa¬ 
tive, I’m also a human being. But I 
knew what I was doing and I knew why 
I was doing it. so I had no apologies to 
make to anyone. I knew from the begin¬ 
ning that Gerry Adams was engaged in 
totally genuine dialogue with me. If 
20,000 British soldiers couldn't stop 
the killing on my streets, I thought if 1 
could stop iL or save a single human 
life by direct dialogue, it was my duty 
to do so. I privately felt there was a real 
chance of succeeding, so I kept at iL 
. Q: You have won this prize, but there 
is not a permanent peace in Northern 
Ireland. There are still many critical 
issues, including arms decommission¬ 
ing, that could derail the process. How 
do you make this peace stick? 

A: I think we have got the founda¬ 
tions for lasting peace. I don't like the 


comments of those who say we don'L 
Those comments ignore the fundamen¬ 
tal and historic things that have hap¬ 
pened in Ireland. For the first time in 
our history, the people of Ireland as a 
whole have voted together with an 
overwhelming majority for this agree¬ 
ment as the basis for lasting peace. So, 
anybody who seeks to overthrow that 
agreement seeks to overthrow democ¬ 
racy. The will of the people is strength¬ 
ened by the Nobel award given to 
myself and John Trimble. 1 see the 
award not as an award to myself but to 
the people of Ireland. 

Q: You don't agree with Trimble that 
arms decommissioning should begin 
before Adams and other Sinn Fein rep¬ 
resentatives are admitted to the 
Executive Committee of the new gov¬ 
ernment. 

Ac I think it should be done parallel 
to the implementation of the rest of the 
agreement, as the agreement itself 
declares. This should be done to the 
satisfaction of all sections of the peo¬ 
ple, which includes people Mr. Trimble 
represents. One of the aspects of the 
Good Friday Agreement is total disar¬ 
mament. All parties have to do every¬ 
thing in their power to bring about total 
disarmament 

Q: You didn't take a leadership posi¬ 
tion in the new Northern Irish 
Assembly. Why? 

Ac I’m a human being and there’s a 
limited amount of work I can do. I’m a 
member of the European ParliamenL 
and it’s important that we play a steady 
role there. I’m also a member of the 
British ParliamenL so I couldn’t take 
on any more work.

'ewsweek exaggerated,” claims

And judging by the 
Newweek criteria and common sense, Israel is 
well situated to becoming even more prominent 
on the global high-tech map in the future. 

The article cited six factors that typify the 
high-tech capitals of the world: a prominent 
success story, a major research institution, the 
quality of the work force, availability of venture 
capita], modem infrastructure, and a risk-taking 
attitude. Of these, only one does not apply to the 
Israeli experience - the mode! of a single, or 
small group, of major companies leading the 
way. 

Silicon Valley, the prototype and envy of all 
high-tech centers, began around two foci: the 
company Hewlett-Packard and the proximity to 
Stanford University. In fact, the title of “Father 
of Silicon Valley" belongs to Frederick Terman, 
an engineering professor at Stanford who 
encouraged two of his students, William 
Hewlett and David Packard, to strike out on 
their own near the university, rather than take 
the standard route of joining an established 
company. 

If there is a parallel in Israel to the role 
Stanford professors played in founding Silicon 
Valley, it is not so much in academia as in the 
military. Unlike Prof. Terman, the IDF had no 
intention of promoting industry through the 
transfer of technology. In fact, one of the great¬ 
est-catalysts to the Israeli-high-tech sector was 
completely inadvertent: the 1987 cancellation Of 
the Lavi project The end of the Israeli attempt 
to accomplish what no single European power 
could afford - the development of a modem 
fighter aircraft - ejected hundreds of top engi¬ 
neers from military employment into the private 
sector. 

The lack of a single major company - such as 
Microsoft in Seattle, Washington, or Nokia in 


Helsinki, Finland - to anchor the Israeli high- 
tech sector points to both the strength and weak¬ 
ness of the local technology scene. On one 
hand, Israelis have naturally gravitated toward 
high-risk, high-gain stakes and founded tech¬ 
nology start-ups in droves, without relying upon 
the inspiration or assistance of larger compa¬ 
nies. On the other hand, the lack of major multi¬ 
national companies is a symptom of Israeli 
weaknesses: in management, marketing, and 
building for the long term. 

The Israeli dream of quickly developing the 
next major technology and selling the company 
for millions is the opposite of what it takes to 
create a major global company inside the coun¬ 
try. It is a tribute to Israeli high-tech and a boon 
to the economy that Israel has become a feeding 
ground for major multi-national corporations, 
but Israeli companies should not only aim to be 
sold, but to buy others. 

Part of what may have impressed Newsweek 
about Formula is that it became the biggest 
(according to Dun and Bradstreet) high-tech 
company in Israel by acquiring dozens of small 
companies. It is impossible for companies to 
become global players, except in a very limited 
niche, without constantly absorbing new tech¬ 
nologies both through development and expan¬ 
sion. There is nothing stopping Israeli compa¬ 
nies from taking such a path, except the sell¬ 
out-quick state of mind. 

Another challenge facing Israeli high-tech is 
one that is shared by almost every high-teeb 
center a shortage of skilled engineers and pro¬ 
grammers. Israel was fortunate enough to have 
absorbed thousands of skilled immigrants from 
the former Soviet Union, but the high-tech sec¬ 
tor is demanding more. Next week. Tel Aviv 
wifi host a promising step in addressing this 
shortage: a convention of 2,500 outstanding 
high school students from across the country, 
with the participation of the IDF chief of staff, 
the minister of education, and heads of high- 
tech companies. 

In addition, however,.greater.,efforts should be 
invested in retraining programs to help those 
who have lost jobs in unprofitable labor-inten¬ 
sive industries and are looking to find a place in 
the new, high-tech economy. In a start-up cul¬ 
ture. small may be beautiful, but Israel must 
also learn to develop larger companies that can 
hold their own globally, and broaden the influ¬ 
ence of the high-tech sector within the Israeli 
economy.

ACKNOWLEDGE 
OUR DIFFERENCES 

Sir, - The recent canonization by 
the Roman Catholic Church of 
Edith Stein demonstrates the com¬ 
pletely different mind sets of peo¬ 
ple of different cultures. 

Even the language used means 
different things to different peo¬ 
ple. I am sure that Catholics 
believe that they are making a 
great show of reconciling them¬ 
selves to the Jewish people by 
honoring a Jew. while we, on the 
other hand, look on Edith Stein as 
a renegade who turned her back on 
her people, and her faith and spat 
in the faces of her parents and 
Family. 

Probably the greatest difficulty 
in this world particularly in these 
days of instant communication is 
the misunderstanding between 
peoples of different cultures. 

Jews do not understand the 
Arabs, and the Arabs do not 
understand the Jews. Even Jews of 
different cultures do not always 
understand each other (ask Uri 
Oit). 

It is difficult to know how this 
may be resolved except for all of 
us to acknowledge our differ¬ 
ences and try to understand the 
other. 

Although this presents its own 
problems - if everybody under¬ 
stood every one else and respect¬ 
ed the other person's point of 
view nothing would ever get 
done. 


T he Wye Memorandum did¬ 
n’t include the condition, 
usual in such agreements, 
stating that its implementation is 
subject to the approval of the cab¬ 
inet or the Knesset 
At Camp David, a fierce argu¬ 
ment broke out between Menachem 
Begin and Anwar Sadat when the 
prime minister insisted that evacu¬ 
ating the Jewish settlements in east¬ 
ern Sinai required the Knesset’s 
approval. The Americans had to 
woric hard to prevent a blow-up. 

But at Wye, a date - November 
2 - was designated as the date the 
agreement became effective, total¬ 
ly ignoring political practices in 
Israel. For this reason, the 
Americans now claim that it 
makes no difference when the 
cabinet approves the agreement 
The US president has more 
extensive powers than the Israeli 
prime minister, even with the 
change in the electoral system 
here. Even so, Clinton wasn't 
embarrassed to explain that his 
willingness to free Jonathan 
Pollard required approval by the 
relevant bodies. Clinton could ask 
Egyptian President Mubarak 
about freeing Azzam Azzam, die 
Israeli citizen imprisoned in 
Egypt, but he wasn’t free to imple¬ 
ment his promise to the prime 
minister on Pollard without die 
endorsement of tije CIA and .the 
‘ Defense and Justice departments.*; 1 
He wouldn't dare insult them, and 
when they expressed their opposi-' 15 
turn, he had no choice but to 
accept their objections. 

This has created a paradoxical 
situation, in which Clinton signed 
a Memo of Agreement with 
Netanyahu containing a reference 
to "upgrading the framework of 
the US-IsraeJi strategic and mili¬ 
tary relationships, as well as the 
technological cooperation between 
them,” while at the same time the 
American establishment is treating 
an Israel agent who came to grief 
in the US as if he had been acting 
for a hostile country. He certainly 
had no right to pass on satellite 
pictures of the Iraqi atomic plant 
destroyed by IAF planes, but how 
did this barm US security? 

And even as the US president 
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again made a commitment to 
“enhancing Israel’s defensive and 
deterrent capabilities,” the CIA is 
trying to teach Pollard a lesson for 
sending Israel a document in 
which the intelligence agency 
came to the conclusion that once 
the number of settlers in Judea and 
Samaria reaches 100,000, the situ¬ 
ation will be irreversible. 

What damage did revealing this 
conclusion cause the US? 

THIS bitter opposition to Pollard 
on the part of the American intel¬ 
ligence establishment goes 
against the spirit of the preamble 
of the Memo of Agreement, which 
refers to the "die long-standing 
security relationship between the 
United States and Israel and the 
long-term. commitment by the 
United States to the maintenance 
of Israel’s qualitative edge.” 

How can one explain this oppo¬ 
sition? 

Is it an attempt to make it clear 
to the Arabs that American intelli¬ 
gence is blocking leaks of intelli¬ 
gence material gathered in Arab 
countries, and preventing its com¬ 
munication to Israel? Some 
Washington officials think this 
must be proven explicity, especial¬ 
ly in the wake of the Wye 
‘M^hi'drt’ndiirii, wTifcfi'^a^'The* 
f status'ik ifiVfcrafeli- ! 
Palest^^.-CL' 

But ft is highly doubtful that 
proving the point at Pollard’s 
expense will do anything to 
change Arab propaganda against 
the intelligence cooperation 
between Israel and the US. Proof 
of this came this week, when Iraq 
restricted the activity of the UN 
weapons inspectors, claiming that 
they were acting for the CIA and 
theMossad. 

It’s possible that the security 
establishment's firm hand against 
Pollard is a result of an error 
which has often been heard since 
Pollard’s trial: that a second 
Israeli agent was acting in parallel 
with Pollard and that they are dy¬ 
ing to find him, partly by heavily 
pressuring Pollard. 


No less surprising is the support 
for the security establishment's 
stance in the highest ranks of the 
Republican Party, many of whom 
are pro-Israel. It’s not impossible 
that these Republicans accept the 
opinion of Pollard's accusers, 
after intelligence personnel again 
raised claims that before he began 
to spy for Israel, he and his wife 
Anne had tried to make deals with 
Saudi Arabia and Taiwan. 

This would imply that Pollard 
was spying for profit, not love of 
Israel. It’s true that allegations to 
this effect were made at the dial, 
but they were never verified. 

There is no doubt that some of 
them are very angry that during 
the Republican administration, 
Israel denied all responsibility for 
Pollard, but during Clinton's 
administration Israel admitted that 
Pollard had been working for 
Israel. 

Pollard is suffering. He wants to 
fed that he hasn't been forgotten 
by the country he endangered 
himself for. 

But when we beat the drum and 
loudly demand his immediate 
release, we are unintentionally 
extending his term in prison. One 
doesn't talk too much about spy¬ 
ing and freeing spies, so as not to 
raise opposition m>m any quarter. 

Over 20 years ago, Yitzhak 
, Rabin reached an agreement with

The Israeli media 
agreed to Rabin’s request not to 1 
say a word about the deal. If it had 
been publicized at the time, it 
would have fallen through. 

The government should ignore 
the barbs and accusations that it is 
neglecting Pollard. It would do 
better to work quietly for his 
release, rather than causing his 
imprisonment to be extended as a 
result of unnecessary hullabaloo 
sunounding the efforts to release 
him.

The lessons of 
secret hanking 
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Whose memorial'? 


F ormer Tel Aviv mayor 
Shlomo (Chichi Lahat 
aroused the anger of many 
on Sunday morning when, in a 
radio interview, he commented on 
the absence of religious people 
from the mass demonstration in 
memory of Yitzhak Rabin which 
had taken place the previous 
evening in Kikar Rabin. 

Something similar happened in 
my own community. A short 
memorial ceremony in the local 
sports center was attended by a 
few hundred people. 

A mixed community, in which 
religious and secular live side by 
side, it was all too noticeable how 
few religious people were in the 
audience, despite the fact that it 
was a completely aon-poEtical 
ceremony. 

The peace process was not men¬ 
tioned, the Wye Memorandum 
was not on the agenda - just a 
short memorial to the man, a few 
comments relating to the horror of 
political assassination, and a short 
lecture on the slate of Israeli 
democracy. 

That morning, there was no 
mention of the ceremony in the 
community’s synagogues, there 
were no posters on the notice- 
board. The ceremony was con¬ 
ducted by the local Scouts move¬ 
ment, with no participation by the 
Bnei Akiva movement. The rabbi, 
a salaried official of the whole 
community, not just the 15 percent 
religious population, did not turn 
up. 

Of course, this is a two-way 
process. It turns out that the orga¬ 
nizers of the ceremony had not 
invited the religious youth move¬ 
ment or the community rabbi to 
take pan. But this still does not 
explain the absence of so many 
people. 

Why didn’t the religious youth 
simply come and participate in the 
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audience? Didn’t their leaders 
think to tell their members that 
they too had a public obligation to 
honor the memory of the murdered 
prime minister, regardless of his 
particular political affiliations? 

AT THE SAME time as Lahat was 
being interviewed on the morning 
radio, a prayer service was being 
held at the site of Rabin's grave in 
Jerusalem. One of the participants, 
Jewish Agency chairman Avraham 
Burg, took the opposite line. He 
argued that os (he years go by. 
more religious people are attend¬ 
ing memorials for Rabin, and that 
an important discussion is taking 
place within the religious world 
concerning the implications and 
significance of the assassination. 

The contrast between the Kikar 
Robin mass rally and the early- 
monting prayer service at the 
Rabin grave by religious moder¬ 
ates was immense. 

The language, the semantics, the 
content and even the dress habits 
were all totally different. The 
songs, readings and recordings of 
Rabin's voice which pass for a 
secular memorial ceremony arc 
meaningless for much of the reli¬ 
gious population, including those 
who would honor his memory and 
abhor his assassination by a so- 
called religious Jew. 

The mass rally is a form of sec¬ 
ular ritual/prayer which is as total¬ 
ly alien to most of Israel’s reli¬ 
gious population, as is the tradi¬ 
tional morning prayer service 
alien to the tens of thousands who 
crowded into Tel Aviv on the pre¬ 
vious evening. Each feels uncom¬ 
fortable, out of place, alien, in the 
home territory of the other. 

And despite their abhorrence of 
the assassination, most of tercel's 


religious population continues to 
oppose the Oslo and Wye peace 
agreements. The fact that the 
Saturday night rally in Kikar 
Rabin was as much a demonstra¬ 
tion in favour of the new peace 
accords as it was about the assas¬ 
sination itself, was another obsta¬ 
cle which prevented many on the 
religious Right from attending. 

For their part, the organizers 
argued that Robin was killed pre¬ 
cisely because he pursued the 
Oslo peace process and that to 
remove this element from the pro¬ 
gram would be akin to surrender¬ 
ing to the bullet of the assassin. 

In the three years since the 
assassination, we have learned lit¬ 
tle about making the public con¬ 
cessions which would allow us to 
come just a little way toward 
meeting each other. One side (the 
religious Right) sees itself 
accused and ostracized, while the 
other side (the secular Left) con¬ 
tinues to point the silent accusing 
finger. 

if anything, the annual memori¬ 
al only serves to reopen and sharp¬ 
en these wounds, instead of serv¬ 
ing as a healer. And the fact that 
this year's events took place only 
a week after the signing of the 
Wye Memorandum, and just a few 
days after the scenes of ami- 
Netanyahu demonstrations when, 
once again, religious-settler 
demonstrators held up vile posters 
and used their their defamatory 
language, did little to help. 

For as long as this general 
atmosphere and increased polar¬ 
ization remain rampant in Israeli 
society, the Rabin memorials will 
remain sectoral and will not appeal 
to the population as a whole. 

Both sides must step down from 
their self-proclaimed moral 
pedestals and reach out to the 
other, otherwise the Rabin assassi¬ 
nation will have been for nothinc.

The Swiss subsequently out¬ 
lawed the practice of money laun¬ 
dering, and. after a recent set of 
reforms, Swiss banks can no 
longer take “no questions asked" 
deposits of briefcases filled with 
$100 bills. 

It’s taking all the fun out of dic¬ 
tatorship. No more stepping up to 
the teller with suitcases of cosh 
looted from some UN develop¬ 
ment program; no more legal 
impunity for former heads of 
stole; no secure retirements to 
palatial villas tn the south of 
France. 

The new sense of discipline and 
order in international banking has 
had a chilling effect. It is now 
clear that the Swiss banks, and 
indeed all offshore havm banks 
where nervous depositors could 
hide money either from tyrants or 
national income-tax authorities, 
must adjust to a riew public mood. 
The world’s people don’t like 
bankers who act as allies of 
tyrants and drug lords, and the 
world's governments don’t like 
seeing their citizens evade taxes 
with the connivance of unscrupu¬ 
lous bankers. 

All this flies in the face of the 
conventional wisdom that finan¬ 
cial globalization is undermining 
the power of national govern¬ 
ments. ' The wealthy can hide 
their assets in the Cayman Islands 
or Switzerland, and drug kingpins 
and other bad guys can operate 
with Impunity, and governments 
will be powerless to do anything 
about iL 
Well, no. 

What the conventional wisdom 
misses is another trend: the grow¬ 
ing effectiveness of international 
cooperation to police the global 
financial market. As governments 
wake up to the threat that unregu¬ 
lated secret banking poses to their 
ability to police their borders and 
tax their citizens, they are pres¬ 
suring countries like Switzerland 
to adopt more transparent bank¬ 
ing laws. 

Who knows - dictators and^ 
drug lords may be reduced to hid-• 
ing their cash under their mat¬ 
tresses.

T here are two kinds of people 
in this world: those who 
love collecting odd bits of 
information and filing them away 
in their brains for when they might 
come in handy, and those who 
think trivia are a waste of rime. 

Younger members of the first 
group will probably enjoy this 
disk, especially the Trivia and 
Misbbatz-Ot section that tests 
knowledge in IS fields. 

The Trivia section asks a total of 
2,100 questions about geography, 
Bible, Judaism, TV, history, 
movies, plays, books, aphorisms 
and word definitions, nature and 
other subjects. You may play 
against the computer or against a 
human competitor, answering 
questions as rime , runs gilt to a 
musical background. 

The questions are generally suit¬ 
ed to Israeli teenagers and the 
average adult, but most will fail to 
challenge very knowledgeable 
adults who collect facts as if they 
were stamps or postcards. 

For example, name the capital of 
Saudi Arabia (Riyadh); the author 
of the book Summer of Avia (Gila 
Almagor): the location of the 
Golden Gate Bridge (San 
Francisco); die percentage of 
nitrogen in the air (78%); die auto¬ 
biographical book written by 
Menachem Begin (White Nights), 
and the person who stole from the 
rich and gave to the poor (Robin 
Hood). 

Going through hundreds of the 
questions, I caught at least one 
error Cinderella was the answer 
given to the question: “In what 
story did they search for the owner 
of a golden shoe?" It was, of 
course, a glass slipper. 

The player is presented with 
three broad categories worth 100, 
200 or 300 points; click on the cat¬ 
egory and get a multiple-choice 
question. If you answer correctly 
by clicking on the correct box, 
you’re rewarded with points - but 
if you err, the points are deducted 
and you get the noise of a bleating 
goat or something more embar¬ 
rassing, like that emitted when 
you sit on a wboopie cushion.

Mashbetz-Ot is an enjoyable 
section based on 2.100 Hebrew 
expressions. There are blanks that 
have to be filled in by clicking the 
mouse or pressing the keys on the 
keyboard. A roulette wheel 
decides at random how many 
. points yon get for each letter, but 
fate may bring you a 
which reduces your total by 20U. 
points; a good-news symbol that 
gives you a 200 -point bonus, or a 
skull that wipes out your points 
completely. 

If you want a bint, it 11 cost you 
points: The hint describes the 
word or phrase in a sentence. 

Lingo is a word game that pre¬ 
sents five blank spaces m 10 de¬ 
ferent lines. Starting with tne nrst 
line, you try to fill in *e conwt 
word (from a database of I MXJ) 
chosen by the program- Click to 
get it marked: If any of the letters 
are present in the chosen word, 
you will be told. 

By trial and error, given a maxi¬ 
mum of 10 tries, you figure out the 
correct location of the five letters 
that make up the word, earning 
more points the faster you accom-

Good marriages - and bad 


Hunukkah ActMty Center, a CD- 
ROM in English (with some Hebrew 
text), by the Davka Corporation, 
marketed bv the company's repre¬ 
sentative in Israel (02-99929361. 
for Windows 3.1 and above, meant 
for children. NIS 129 
Rating: ★★★£?«■ 

Nearly everything is virtual 
nowadays, and with this program 
you can “light" Hanukka candles 
on your computer screen, play 
dreidl (spinning top) by clicking a 
mouse instead of spinning a top 
and sing along with a jukebox 
playing holiday songs. 

This CD-ROM is meant primarily 
for (non-Orthodox) Diaspora audi¬ 
ences; proof is that the Hanukka top 
has the letter shin (for sham, refer¬ 
ring to the fact that, from a Diaspora 
audience, the miracle occurred 
"there” in Israel, rather than using 
peh for po (“here"). 

English-speaking Israeli children 
may be amused, but even the secular 
youngsters among them will proba¬ 
bly know much more about 
Hanukka than the disk explains; 
religious children in the Diaspora 
will not need to be given a lesson in 
reciting the blessings over the can¬ 
dles or in how to light the hamikkiya 
(called menora in the disk). 

The jukebox offers eight "gold¬ 
en oldies," from “MaozTzur" and 
“Haneror HaJalu" to “I Have A 
Little DreidT and “Oh, Hanukka.” 
Clicking on the titles presents the 
tune and written text, either in 
Hebrew, an English translation or 
the Hebrew transliteration into ‘ 
English. 

It would have been much better 
to have the lyrics sung, or at least 
to highlight the musical note or 
word being sung so die text could 
be followed. The songs are pre¬ 
sented in both traditional and 
jazzy versions. 

A coloring program offers 10 
simple, holiday-related drawings 
with a choice of 16 colors, and the 
finished pictures can be printed out. 

If you don’t know the three 
blessings on the candies 
(Shehehiyanu on the first day 
only), click on them - to hear 
either die Ashkenazi (American- 
accented) or Sephardi (Israeli- 
accented) pronunciations. 

After reading a short explana¬ 
tion of the candle-lighting ceremo¬ 
ny, you'll be quizzed. Click the 
shamash in the middle of the can¬ 
delabrum first, and then the cho¬ 
sen night's candle, followed by the 
rest of them to its right. 

The 44 Candles game can be 
played against the computer or up 
to three competitors; click the 
mouse to spin the dreidl for points, 
and the aim is to end up with exact¬ 
ly 44 (equal to the number of can¬ 
dles lit during the eight-day holi¬ 
day). 

There’s a conventional '-memory 
game, requiring the user to match 
six pairs of face-down pictures. 
You can also play dreidl in any of 
three versions by clicking the 
mouse, but the computer decides 
how it falls, so there isn't much 
challenge - except in the version 
that lets you bet coins on which of 
the four letters it will fall. 

A quiz, with only eight possible 
answers - Amiochus, dreidl , 
Hanukka, Hillel, potato Iatkes, 
doughnuts and so on - tests ele¬ 
mentary knowledge about die hol¬ 
iday: Those earning 0 to 300 
points are told to “eat a latke and 
keep trying” while those garnering 
300 to 400 are crowned “Hanukka 
maven.’’ 

J was rather taken aback by die 
“Nes-Scape" section that looks 
like an Internet browser. When I 
clicked on a button, the computer 
seemed to be dialling a 1-800 
number somewhere in America. 
To my relief, it wasn’t sending an 
overseas call over the modem, but 
just making believe. 

The section provides informa¬ 
tion on how the Jews defeated the 
Syrian-Greeks, Hanukka customs, 
facts and figures, and a list of four 
Hanukka-related sites on the real 
World Wide Web. 

Diaspora kids may enjoy the 
program, but the holiday deserves 
a greater investment of imagina¬ 
tion and money, such as CD- 
JeMM’s excellent disk on Pessah, 
for a deeper and more eye-catch¬ 
ing lesson on a holiday. 

After all, it isn’t easy for Hanukka 
to “compete” with Christmas 
among Diaspora youngsters threat¬ 
ened by assimilation. 


Y oung Jonathan has been get¬ 
ting into fights in school. His 
mother. Sarah, sits down 
with him and tells him he should 
work out his conflicts with words, 
not fists. Jonathan’s father, William, 
later takes her aside and accuses her 
or babying him, saying that he has 
to I cam to stand up for himself and 
"be a man,” 

The discussion turns into a fight. 
According to professors Carolyn' 
Pape Cowan and Philip Cowan, 
experts in couple and family rela¬ 
tionships, the cooflicr itself does 
not mean the couple's marriage is 
in trouble. 

"The fact that this couple is not 
communicating well is not a sign 
of dysfunction in a family - it is 
the norm," Cowan says. 

According to the psychologists, 
who are married to each other and 
recently visited here from the 
University of California at Berkeley, 
fighting is natural. It is the way in 
which a couple fights that indicates 
whether they will be a success as a 
couple in the long term. 

As keynote speakers at a daylong 
conference on “Clinical and 
Theoretical Aspects in Research of 
Marital Relationships," at Bar-Ilan 
University's Peleg-Billig Center 
for the Study of Family Well- 
Being, the Cowans outlined their 
observations of families over their 
more than three decades of 
research, including iwo major 
long-term studies. 

AH this was aimed at figuring 
out, in Philip Cowan's words, 
“exactly what works and what 
doesn't work” when it comes to 
keeping a couple united and their 
family happy. 

THE Cowans admit that the inspi¬ 
ration for their exploration of this 
niche of psychology came from 
their own experiences and those of 
their friends. 

Living and raising their three 
children in Northern California in 
the 1960s, “Once our kids were out 
of diapers and we were able to 
catch our breath, we found that we 
had lost track of our relationship as 
a couple," says Carolyn Cowan. 

“And divorce was happening 
around us as well - nobody had 
expected the families living around 
us to unravel in the numbers that 
they did." 

To the couple's surprise, they 
found there had been no research 
conducted on precisely which fac¬ 
tors wane important in maintaining 
p family, and on whether particular 
forms'' of'' intervention " at. .various 
points in couples' lives could make 
a difference. 

Most research, Philip Cowan 
says, focused solely on marriages 
and families who were in trouble 
and had come for therapy of their 
own volition. But without compar¬ 
ing these families to successful, 
happy families, there was no way 
of distinguishing why some cou¬ 
ples make it and others do noL 
“We have found that if we want to 
predict what happens to a couple 
over time, we need to incorporate 
both observation and self-reporang. 
include a group that is large and

diverse, and watch them as they 
move through time, as they change 
and grow as they raise a family. Ami 
it was important not just to study 
couples that were in trouble." 

ABOUT William and Sarah, argu¬ 
ing over his or her son's behavior 
in school. Cowan points to four 
major clues to whether their mar¬ 
riage is likely to be at risk. 

"The first is criticism of tbe part¬ 
ner and his or her motivations, the 
second is contempt, expressed 
either in words or in looks, like 
sneering or curling of the upper lip. 

“The third sign is defensiveness, 
and the fourth - a real sign of trou¬ 
ble - is stonewalling: for example, 
if the woman is being very emo¬ 
tional but the man is stone-faced, 
not letting his emotions show and 
giving her no feedback, even 
though underneath he is seething 
with emotion." 

Another danger sign is “negative 
reciprocity," in’ which the negative 
feelings and comments escalate 
and spiral put of control, with nei¬ 
ther partner capable of putting a 
stop to iL 

Essentially, the Cowans say, all 
marriages are cross-cultural, since 
concepts of proper behavior within 
a family differ from household to 
household. In some families, 
yelling and showing emotion is the 
norm, while in others, it never 
takes place. 

A sign that trouble may be ahead 
for a couple is when one or both 
members - particularly the man - 
has a conflict-ridden or unresolved 
relationship with his or her own 
parents. 

The Cowans have spent the past 


20 years on two long-term studies 
involving more than 200 couples. 

The first group was recruited in 
1980, when the wives were six to 
seven months pregnant with their 
first child, and the second was 
brought together in 1990, when 
their"children were entering ele¬ 
mentary school. 

They focused on these transi¬ 
tions, since it was clear that the

process of becoming parents and 
raising young children was the 
most vulnerable time for a mar¬ 
riage, yet at the time there had 
beat no examination of the effect 
children had on a marriage, and 
“very little help for ordinary cou¬ 
ples," says Carolyn Cowan. 

“We wanted to study a random 
group of parents, not ones who 
were necessarily having trouble, 
and watch how they adjusted 
through these major life changes. 


We also wanted to see if building a 
support system would help," she 
says. 

In both studies, the Cowans 
offered a random number of the par¬ 
ents the opportunity to lake part in a 
couple's group, which would meet 
weekly during the transition, give 
them support and allow them to talk 
through their problems with profes¬ 
sional guidance. 

“Every couple takes labor and 
delivery classes to get ready for the 
big day the baby is bom - then for 
the next 20 years, you’re on your 
own,” Carolyn Cowan says, laugh¬ 
ing. “So this was a unique opportu¬ 
nity.’’ 

NONE of their observations of the 
young parents were particularly 
shocking to those familiar with 
modem marriages. 

“The transition to parenthood is 
particularly hard. By the end of the 
baby’s first year, both men and 
women feel that everything in their 
lives has changed— and usually- not: 
for the better, l ■ > •. . «. 

“Self-esteem has gone down, 
there is an increase in depression 
and decrease in marital satisfac¬ 
tion. In their relationship as a cou¬ 
ple, there is often a dramatic shift. 
The wife is doing more housework 
than she did before and the major¬ 
ity of the child care. 

“The No. I issue of arguments 
within the home during this time is 
the division of family labor. We 
knew this would be an issue, but 
we had no idea just how central it 
would be.” 

It is clear, the Cowans say, that 
families over the past few decades 
are suffering the effects of incon¬ 


sistent social changes. 

With the women's movement 
and economic factors taking their 
tod, more mothers are working - 
but behavior within the home, and 
society's expectations of men, 
have not adjusted to this reality. 

“We found that many men want¬ 
ed to be more involved with their 
children than their fathers had 
been, but did not know how to do 
this, especially with nothing in 
their jobs supporting them. 
Interestingly, we found that when a 
father would leave work in the 
afternoon or evening to help with 
his children, he would lie about it 
at work and say that he was going 
to a meeting or a business lunch.” 
says Carolyn Cowan. 

Their studies are still in progress; 
the Cowans are continuing to 
observe the families, and will 
doubtless come to additional con¬ 
clusions as the parents head into 
middle age and the children grow 
up and leave home.

• groups, helped the couples get 
through the rocky early years. 

“We found that within these cou¬ 
ples, marital satisfaction did not go 
down as significantly as those 
without support,’’ Philip Cowan 
says. “At this difficult time, week 
after week, they had a place to talk, 
to compare notes with others, and 
place less blame on their partners. 

“At a time in life when many 
couples are too busy to finish their 
sentences when they speak to each 
other, these couples were able to 
have real conversations in the con¬ 
text of the group." 


Helping an angry child run his life instead of running away

R ecently our seven-year-old 
grandson (who has a twin 
sister) has been going out 
the door and running away 
whenever he gets angry or does¬ 
n't get his own way. He also does 
this at home with his parents. He 
is off before we realize it, and in 
any case is too big and heavy to 
be held back by force. 

Rational discussion of the prob¬ 
lem gets nowhere with him. We 
cannot convince him that this 
behavior is no solution, and it 
would be better if he told us what 
he is angry about. We often have 
no idea. 

This habit is very worrying 
because of the dangers of traffic, 
undesirable meetings, even over¬ 
exposure to the sun. We do not 
react with anger and try to reason 
with him calmly, but to no avtdL 
In general, we have a very good 
and loving relationship with our 
grandson, but at such dates he 
shuts us out completely. 

What do you advise? 

Alan E Flashman, pediatrician 
and child psychiatrist, replies: 

LOVING and communicative par¬ 
ents and grandparents are baffled 
when a child is baffled by himself. 
Your very wise instincts lead you 
to wonder what your grandson is 
angry about 

This would indeed be the place 
to begin if the boy were 17. But at 
seven, there is a step that comes 
before content, and that is form, or 
balance. 

I’m assuming here that your 


grandson runs out because he 
can't control his anger, and not as 
part of a power struggle with you. 
He feels baffled because the inten¬ 
sity of his anger overwhelms him. 
He does not know why this hap¬ 
pens, and you can be sure he is 
troubled by it even more than the 
adults in his family. 

Being emotionally swamped is 
no picnic; the child is not acting 
against you or anyone else, but 
despite himself. 

The goal is to restore to him the 
feeling that be is the master of his 
inner world, including his emo¬ 
tions, that he is bigger than his 
anger and can contain it, rather 
than the other way around. 
Children do not resist being made 
more “boss” over themselves. 

Here are several ways to 
approach this: 

1. Signals. The boy agrees to, say, 
blow a whistle or shofar, stamp his 
feet in a special way, beat his 
breast like Tarzan or issue a partic¬ 
ular yell when he feels be is about 
to run out. Then an agreed-upon 
cooling off takes place, which 
does not include talking at that 
moment. 

2. Replacements. Either after the 
signal or without it, replacements 
for letting off steam can be useful. 
These can include more aggres¬ 
sive behaviors like hitting a doll or 
a pillow, or something interactive 
like staged, controlled screaming 
(he lets out a muffled scream, then 
you do the same) and/or dancing 
alone or together with his elders. 
(Possible scenes could be taken 
from Maurice Sendak's Where the 
Wild Things Are - humor never 
hurts here.) 

3. Change of venue. The boy plans 
- with you - a different direction 
for his running. For example, be 
can plan to run to the refrigerator 
or to a particular comer. The run¬ 
ning itself can be encouraged and 
even relabeled as a sign of strength 
and vigor, which it indeed 
becomes so long as the boy feels 
he is master over it. 

4. Charms. Many children will 
make use of physical reminders. 



The goal is to help him feel he is ‘boss' of his own emotions. 


For example, the child can be 
helped to rely on special marbles 
or a necklace or other small toy 
such as a model lion, that magical¬ 
ly restores his control over him¬ 
self. 

5. Rewards. A child who reports 
that he felt like running but found 
a way not to is rewarded on the 
spot. It is well worth being 
“conned" a little here. Sometimes 
the whole program consists of the 
child “surprising" everyone by 
changing without the need for die 
program. 

You have probably noticed that 
this sort of approach is modular. 
You can combine the pieces to 
customize a program worth trying 
and, hopefully, worth improving 
until it becomes superfluous. 

There are four principles in 
putting the program together 
1. Default. Children have trouble 
with too many choices. You can 


present the program you have in 
mind as an idea that can be 
improved upon by him, or accept¬ 
ed as is. 

2. Joint assessment Evaluate the 
plan with your grandson every 
week or two. If the results do not 
prove themselves, don’t blame the 
child. Just alter the program. It 
remains the adults' responsibility 
to put a plan together. 

3. Reward. Reward progress in a 
way (hat is meaningful and plea¬ 
surable to your grandson. And 
help him realize that his own 
improved feeling of balance and 
control is a reward in its own right. 

4. Meaning business. The boy 
needs to understand that he can 
have a say only about which plan 
to try, not if anything at all will be 
done. 

Ultimately, children bring them¬ 
selves up. The role of adults is to 
help them do so. We do this best

when we add from the outside 
what is temporarily missing inside 
the child, while respecting the 
child's side of the partnership. 

Not every child or family will 
get results with the program 
described. Some children inherit a 
disposition to become too easily or 
too deeply overwhelmed to be 
able to make use of such plans. 
Such children may suffer from a 
form of anxiety difficulty. 

Parents could try an herb called 
St John’s wort (or hypericum) to 
see if the child becomes more 
tractable and amenable to interac¬ 
tive work. Details are on the 
Internet at www.hypericum.com. 

A glitch is that the Health 
Ministry makes this solution avail¬ 
able in Israel only by personal 
import at this time. An alternative 
would be professional help, per¬ 
haps involving medication of the 
Prozac type, at least temporarily.

E ven a modest beginner can 
achieve wonders with popu¬ 
lar bulbs that flower in the 
spring. Just pop them in the 
ground come autumn and you can 
be sure that - as long as they have 
received enough water - you will 
be rewarded with flowers in the 
spring. 

The only problem is that, quite 
often, we remember only too late 
to start planting the bulbs - our 
memory jolted by an unusual 
flower seen in someone eise’s gar¬ 
den. 

One reason we are caught nap¬ 
ping is (hat the nurseries receive 
the first shipments of bulbs at the 
end of September and beginning 
of October, when summer is still 
with us and our gardens are still 
flowering. 

Now that you’ve been prodded, 
however, this year would be a 
good time to introduce a real 
showstopper into your garden - 
garden ranunculus. The wild 
Asian buttercup {Ranunculus asi- 
aticus) is like tire child that left 
home and returned hardly recog¬ 
nizable - economically successful 
and improved in every aspect. 

The genus Ranunculus (Heb. 
nurir) belongs to the same family 
as delphinium, anemone and 
clematis, namely the buttercup 
family or the Ranunculaceae. It is 
a genus of about 400 species, all of 
which grow mainly in the northern 
hemisphere. Its name is derived 
from the Latin word rana or frog, 
which denotes a liking for wet 
ground. 

The wild Asian buttercup, which 
grows in many parts of the Middle 
East and Turkey, including Israel, 
has claw-like tuberous roots that 
act as storage organs when the 
plants go dormant in summer. In 
Israel the plants have red and 
orange‘flowers and are often mis¬ 
taken for poppies. 

Records show the plants reached 
France during the 13th century 
during the reign of Louis IX, and 
were grown in the garden of his 
mother, Blanche of Castile. 

The Vizier Care Mustapha start¬ 
ed the domestication of the plant 
near Constantinople, bringing it to 
the attention of the sultan, who 
-then sect emissaries to explore and 
collect the plant in ■ the^$4rddJe 
rBast.--'- ; ,J - 

There is no mention of the plant 
in England until the mid-l6th cen¬ 
tury. 

During the 18th century howev¬ 
er. the garden ranunculus became 
popular as a cut flower in two 
main forms - the turban and tire

Persian, the latter being descended 
from the dark-red R. sanguineous 
which have larger flowers and are 
taller than their wild cousins. 

The plants were not tolerant of 
frost, however, and required pro¬ 
tection during the early part of the 
year, so they never attracted much 
interest from home gardeners. 
They were only suitable in gar¬ 
dens that enjoyed mild winters. 

By 1792, there were over 800 
varieties listed, since the seed 
never produced two flowers alike. 
These plants were propagated veg- 
etatively and suddenly there was a 
craze for the ranunculus plants 
that began changing bands at very 
high prices. 

FOR the past 30 years. Dr. Ora 
Horovitz at die Hebrew University 
has developed hybrid strains of the 
plant by crossing Israeli wild 
plants with the De Caen type. 
These varieties - with magnificent 
large goblet-shaped blooms in dif¬ 
ferent colors - are used for local 
cut-flower export during the win¬ 
ter months. The commercial vari¬ 
eties, however, have been bred to 
produce larger double flowers 


growing 30-50 cm. high. 

Now these plants are available to 
the home gardener. Among ranun¬ 
culus varieties grown in Israel is 
the vigorous Aviv with semi-dou¬ 
ble flowers, a double-flowered 
French introduction, Friandine. 
and the locally bred double-flow¬ 
ered exquisite Heftziba. The latter 
resembles pompoms with brilliant 
red, golden, pink, white or purple 
flowers. They are an excellent 
choice as long-lasting cut flowers 
for the home. 

How to grow the ranunculus: 

Position: An open sunny situa¬ 
tion suits them best. 

Soil preparation: The plants 
prefer a well-drained soil to which 
organic matter has been added. 
They grow very well in pots and 
bo£es, provided they are ferfregu-’ 
lariy. 

Planting: The claw-like tubers 
should be planted with the claws 
pointing downwards with the bud 
at the top. Plant 4 cms deep and 
15-20 cms apart. October and 
November is the best time to plant 
the tubers or claws. 

Care: When growth is seen. 


make sure the plants are kept free 
of weeds. Keep them well 
watered. 

Feeding: As soon as the flower 
stalks appear, feed once a week 
with diluted liquid seaweed or any 
other all-purpose fertilizer. This 
will encourage the flower stems to 
grow sturdy and help to build up 
tiie tubers for next year's flowers. 

End-of-season care: After flow¬ 
ering, the leaves will start to die 
and turn yellow. This is the time to 
lift them. Store in a paper bag with 
some dry peat moss. But if the 
area where they are growing is not 
irrigated in the summer, they can 
be left in the ground, if watered 
when dormant, there is a tendency 
for them to tOL 

Propagation: The tuber clusters 
can be separated a restored at.iift- 
-tngthtie. Plants‘can also be raised 
from seeds which should flower 
seven months from , sowing. Sow 
the seeds in the autumn for flower¬ 
ing the following spring. These 
may not immediately produce as 
many flowers as tubers, but in the 
second year they will flower much 
more profusely. 

Pests and Diseases: They are 


prone to powdery mildew, so dust 
with sulfur or use a ready-made 
fungicide spray. Leaf miner can 
also be a problem, leaving rail¬ 
way-like lines cm tiie leaves.

Your pet 
may benefit from a special diet for 
older animals. Consult your vet¬ 
erinarian. 

Creaking joints and loss of 
power in the hind legs are also 
common. The dog may no longer 
be able to jump up and occupy its 
favorite place. There are good 
medical answers to this problem 
too. 

Old dogs, males that is, often 
have problems with constipation. 
The veterinarian will check for 
engorged anal glands or a swollen 
prostate, and may prescribe a spe¬ 
cial diet. Old tom cats, especially

nattered toms, may have urinary 
calculi (kidney or bladder stones). 
These too can be treated. 

Remember that old females, 
both dogs and cats, do not usually 
exhibit any signs of menopause 
and can get pregnant in old age. 

If the animal is 
not spayed, then keep her indoors 
or continue her hormone injec¬ 
tions, even when you might think 


that she is to old to come into 
estrus. 

Sometimes eyesight fails, and 
it is surprising just how little 
your dog depends on sight for its 
orientation. 

I had a 19-year-old German 
shepherd bitch that went totally 
blind at 16, but managed very well. 
Hearing and smell are for more 
important Cats use their sight 


more than dogs, but still seem 
quite able to function when blind. 

The main thing is to make your 
elderly animal's life comfortable 
with good veterinary cane, a prop¬ 
er diet, cool places to rest in the 
summer and a warm place in win- I** 
ter. But most important of all is to 
continue the care and affection

Abramowjtz is of the opinion that 
Rabin was distressed by his 
reliance on MK Alex Goldfarb’s 
vote to gel the Oslo Agreement 
through the Knesset, the then-for¬ 
eign minister Peres didn't think 
Rabin was bothered by it at all. 

Meanwhile, it appears that even

Despite the seriousness of the 
subject mauer. the documentary is 
not entirely devoid of humorous 
anecdotes. MK Goldfarb relates 
how he was constantly hounded 
by all the political fictions prior to 
me Oslo Agreement vote in 
Knesset. “I couldn’t even go to the 
toilet alone.” he recalls with a wry 
smile. 

Leah Rabin, too, pitches in with 
a modicum of comic relief when 
she talks of her late husband's 
affection for King Hussein of 
Jordan and how much he enjoyed 
meeting the king at their clandes¬ 
tine pre-peace accord tete-a-tetes. 
“Nothing ever came of the meet¬ 
ings, but he had a good time," says 
Leah jovially. 

Perhaps understandably, the 
most emotive and least restrained 
testimonials are provided by 
Rabin’s chauffeurs. Unlike their 
fellow interviewees who were 
trained in the ways of diplomatic 
etiquette. Sharabi and Damti 
express their feelings without con¬ 
cern for the gift wrapping. 

Some of the archival footage is 
devoted to dial unforgettable hand¬ 
shake on the White House lawn, 
when a reluctant Rabin was forced 
to overcome his obvious distaste 
for .Yasser Arafat and shake the 
band proffered him in full view of 
TV cameras from dozens of coun¬ 
tries around the globe. 

“It was hard to see him [Rabin] 
shake that hand, because I knew 
how he felt inside," states a tearful 
Sharabi.. 

All in all, A Prime Minister’s 
Diary is not the most aesthetically 
edifying documentary you are 
likely to see, but, in truth, it must 
be difficult to find a new angle on 
a subject which has been so copi¬ 
ously documented over the past 
three years.

Russian economic woes leave 
artists living on ‘crumbs’ 


Why Hollywood stars 
need more oxygen

A s the lights go up, techni¬ 
cians are still adjusting 
the pulleys that carry the 
curtains and backdrops up and 
down. They test the voyage of a 
small crescent moon across the 
stage, and make way for the 
young couple that opens Anton 
Chekhov’s play. The Seagull. 
Director Iosif Raikhelgauz paces 
below, stopping short to kick 
over a basket of props left lying 
in the wrong place and badger 
the troupe about showing up late. 

“From now on, we concentrate 
on die production," he implores, 
glaring at the actors who are still 
ambling into the theater. “You 
can do your talking some other 
time. You can make the rounds of 
the shops some other time, too.” 

It’s the final stretch of 
rehearsals for this month's pre¬ 
miere at the School of 
Contemporary Drama, one of 
dozens of" theaters partially fend¬ 
ed by the Moscow city govern¬ 
ment ’ 

Despite Russia's economic cri¬ 
sis, the theater season is off to a 
roaring start with two high-pro¬ 
file productions of Hamlet and a 
series of well-received premieres 
playing to packed houses. 

Music lovers are likewise fill¬ 
ing concert halls, and spectators 
are lining up for museum and 
gallery openings. Ticket sales 
haven’t declined noticeably, 
probably because — unlike most

The gallery has built up an 
impressive army of international 
corporations and Russian firms 
to support it But with the eco¬ 
nomic crisis, die support is evap¬ 
orating, and the gallery already 
has had to postpone the opening 
of a new children's wing and 
forgo catalogues for two autumn 
exhibits. 

“If suddenly the sponsorship 
stops, and I mean Russian spon¬ 
sors, the museum simply won't 
survive,” said Valentin Rodionov, 
the Tretyakov’s director. 
“Because of the economic slide, I 
don’t expect there will be much 
economic activity here. And that 
worries us a lot." 

The Russian National 
Orchestra, under the baton of 
Mikhail Pletnev, is another cul¬ 
tural institution that has thrived 
on corporate patronage — and 
been completely independent of 
state and city funding- Its backers 
include an ait foundation in the 
United States and corporate 
sponsors such as Chevron, 
Amoco and United Technologies. 

Even so, it’s been forced to 
cancel two concerts this fell for 

lack of funding. 

“Our Russian sponsors are still 
there, but how much we’ll be 
able to work with them in the 
future, I just don’t know," said 
Marina Makelyan, the spokes¬ 
woman for the orchestra. 

Artists and cultural managers 
are also worried they’ll lose the. 
following they’ve built up over 

“Our audiences are middle- 
rlass youth, intellectuals. We 
aduty to support them by 


keeping up our premieres, which 
is hard without government sup¬ 
port,” said Marina Dnizhinina, 
the director of tbe School of 
Contemporary Drama. 

Last year, fee city budget pro¬ 
vided for new productions and 
equipment, and capital repairs 
for the sea foam-green, 19th-cen¬ 
tury building where fee theater is 
ensconced. 

Now. fee theater's cut of fee 
city budget is just enough to 
cover salaries and utility pay¬ 
ments — and they ’re already a 
month late. 

“We’re living on crumbs. If we 
want to be able to afford more 
than a loaf of bread, we’re going 
to have to earn it ourselves." 
Dnizhinina says. “That means 
working harder and finding spon¬ 
sors”. 

This season, Dnizhinina. is 
launching a search for a new kind 
of fender one who will advance 
the theater enough money to 
stage a new production, and 
recoup the investment a year 
after the show closes. 

First, though, she has to get fee 
ensemble to agree to make sacri¬ 
fices beyond accepting a shrink¬ 
ing real income. Already, most of 
fee actors and other theater work¬ 
ers have jobs on the side. 

‘They’ll be required to play as 
many performances as possible 
to return fee money, and go on 
tour so feat we can earn more, 
because we don't have a big the¬ 
ater here,” she said. 

“It's a huge risk; as a govern¬ 
ment-funded theater, we’ve never 
had to do such things before.” -

Now oxygen-filled cocoons are 
all the rage in Hollywood. 

Besides Jackson, who has a 
$125,000 in-home chamber, John 
Travolta, Kirstie Alley and other 
celebrities use hyperbaric systems 
in an attempt to thwart die ravages 
of age. Miss Alley particularly 
likes fee magic that pure oxygen 
works on her complexion, said 
publicist Nancy Kane. 

Show business types aren’t the 
only ones. Hyperbaric chambers 
are increasingly seen in hospital 
inventories because of oxygen’s 
capacity to aid healing. Trainers 
for major sports teams also have 
fee chambers on hand for athletes. 

There are even a few free-stand¬ 
ing facilities, like the Beverly 
HiUs Center for Hyperbaric 
Medicine on Beverly Boulevard. 

“It’s in an explosive phase right 
now," said Dr. Ralph Potkin, a pio¬ 
neer in oxygen chamber therapy 
and operator of the center. 

Trainers and doctors say oxygen 
therapy speeds up fee healing 
process and reduces scarring. It 
can cut surgical recovery time in 
half, save limbs from amputation 
and help cancer patients wife radi¬ 
ation-damaged tissue. 

Hyperbanc chambers have been 
commonly used to treat scuba

I n June, fee Musica Nova 
ensemble devoted a very spe¬ 
cial concert to celebrate fee 
80th birthday of Ze’ev Steinberg, 
the German-bom musician who 
immigrated here in 1933 and 
spent his early days here working 
in agriculture and later as a taxi 
driver.

For up to 90 minutes, patients are 
placed in a clear plexiglass housing 
that is filled wife 100 percent oxy¬ 
gen. During treatment, patients 
dressed in cotton smocks can watch 
television or videos or listen to 
music, and many report it is as 
relaxing as any treatment in a spa. 

“Oxygen under pressure affects 
fee whole body. It stops swelling, 
speeds up healing and reduces 
pain wife no side effects. Oxygen 
itself is really a medicine. From 
the medical tide of things, as far as 
wound healing and cosmetic 
surgery, it’s the most amazing sci¬ 
entific change in years," Potkin 
said. (AP) 


B ryn Terfel is one of the 
most exciting musicians to 
walk onto fee opera scene 
in recent years. 

The Welsh bass brings his 
vivid, crystal clear voice to what¬ 
ever he sings and the result is 
always fresh and delightful. 

Terfel is a serious singer who 
manages to put his mark on a 
repertoire that encompasses cen¬ 
turies and styles. His newest 
crossover disc. If Ever I Would 
Leave You (Deutsche Gramophon 
457 628-2), was eagerly awaited 
by all his fans. The album fol¬ 
lows a most successful disc of 
Handel arias, an invigorating 
opera arias album, a captivating 
disc of English songs and a 
Rodgers and Hammerstein disc 
wife a series of favorites from fee 
greatest musicals such as My 
Fair Lady . Camelot , Brigadoon . 
Paint Your Wagon and other 
musicals written by Alan Jay 
Lemer. 

The selections on If Ever I 
Would Leave You are most com¬ 
pelling. But fee overall result has 
its ups and downs. On fee up side 
is Terfel’s warm, grandiose bass, 
faultless diction and musical sin¬ 
cerity. The songs chosen include 
some of Lemer’s greatest num¬ 
bers such as “They Call fee Wind 


Maria," “On a Clear Day," “If 
Ever 1 Would Leave You," “I Talk 
to the Trees,” “This is the Life" 
and many others. Each is a 
remarkable number, each tells a 
very specific story, each is very 
engaging, and together they rep¬ 
resent the genre of the American 
musical at one of its most glori¬ 
ous periods. 

So why isn’t this disc fool¬ 
proof? The reason is feat Terfel’s 
plusses at certain times can 
become minuses as well. For 
example, fee voice, as gorgeous 
as it is, is very operatic. Also, 
switching from comic characters 
to lovers and back again is not 
easy, even on a disc. It takes a lot 
of vocal and dramatic acrobatics 
to sing both Alfred Doiittie and 
Freddie from My Fair Lady - 
tinging both on tbe same disc is 
not a wise choice. 

But this is a relatively minor 
problem. As in his other solo 
discs, Terfel emerges as one of 
fee leading young singers of our 
times and justifiably so. His love 
of the musical genre and fee folk 
song tradition is passed on to 
music lovers. 

It remains now to be seen what 
Tbrfel will record next Whatever 
it is, be sure to purchase it, 
because singers like Bryn Terfel 
are not found feat easily in this 
day and age. In fact, be is one of 
a few who actually manage to 
breath new life into an art form 
many have condemned as stale 
and morbid.

Hie Treasury's revenues from 
taxation in tire first 10 months of 
die year were down some seven 
percent on die figure predicted at 
the start of fee year, according to 
figures released yesterday by fee 
Finance Ministry. 

Between January and October, 
taxes brought NIS 96.1b. into fee 
stale's coffers, compared to the pre¬ 
dicted NIS 123.6b, for fee entire 
year; which when hmkec down to a 
monthly figure shows a NIS 6.9fx or 
7% fell for fee first 10 months. 

Just before the major depreciation 
of the shekel against the dollar, fee 
Treasury adjusted its prediction 
downward to NIS 115.5b. Ministry 
officials said yesterday the depreci¬ 
ation during tiie last quarter of the 
year could further damage tax rev¬ 
enues, leaving the actual amount 
collected even lower than tins more 
pessimistic forecast 

Despite these statistics, there has 
still been a 1% real increase in over¬ 
all taxes collected so far this year. 

Income taxes and land taxes 
raised a combined NIS 53.5b. in this 
period, up 13% on tire equivalent 
figure last year, but including a 12% 
decline in moneys from property 
taxes. Receipts from customs and 
VAT payments totaled NIS 40.3h, a 
0.8% rise on Januajy-October 1997. 

■■ The various other tolls and fees 
' raised by the government showed 
a 2.2% increase. 

Car imports for tire first 10 months 
were down some 3% to 98,070 vehi¬ 
cles. There was also a 2.1% drop in 
tire number of dishwashers brought 
into fee country.

areas, such as browsers and multi¬ 
media software.

Will the accords hold up? Will 
SSf** anew wave of terror? 
Wjll the shekel calm down? Will 
inflation surge? How much will 
growth slow next year? Will an 
improvement in the diplomatic 
situation entice foreign investors 
back into the TASE, or will com¬ 
pletely extraneous issues (aver¬ 
sion to exotic markets, baigains 
at home) keep them away? 

All of these questions are major 
factors in determining the future 
direction of world markets. Three 


weeks ago, all was doom and 
gloom. Now markets have recov¬ 
ered quite significantly. The US's 
turnaround, at least in part, was 
prompted by a surprise cut in 
interest rates as well as decent 
corporate results. 

Interest rates here have risen, 
but the market has responded 
positively. Is it a bounce before a 
further turn downward? Or was 
the previous slide a correction 
that will allow the market to 
build a new head of steam so it 
can soar to new highs? 

A surprising report on third- 
quarter economic growth on 
Friday lifted stocks to their high¬ 
est level since August, complet¬ 
ing a recovery from their violent 
late summer sell-off. The Dow 
Jones Industrial Average finished 
October - the often-frightening 
month for investors that has been 
marked by the 1929 and 1987 
market crashes - with a gain of 
749.48, its biggest monthly gain 
on record. 

Gross domestic product in the 
United States, expanded at a 3.3 
percent annual rate, the 
Commerce Department said, well 
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above the 2.3% rate that was 
forecast. The report bolstered 
investors' hopes that the US 
economy would weather the cri¬ 
sis, allowing for continued 
growth in corporate profits. 

The GDP reading followed two 
reports released earlier this week 
that suggested there is more 
vigor in the economy than 
investors had come to believe. A 
reading on September durable- 
goods orders showed a 0.9% 
advance, rather than a decline, 
and that third-quarter employ¬ 
ment costs rose 1 %, greater than 
the 0.8% rise that was forecast. 

The strong data, coupled with 
recent stability in global markets, 
seems to have convinced many 
investors that the turbulence that 
hit Wall Street during the sum¬ 
mer has finally passed. 

That sentiment was further 
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strengthened Friday when the 
Group of Seven industrialized 
nations issued a statement 
endorsing US plans to allow the 
International Monetary Fund to 
speed emergency loans to coun¬ 
tries facing the threat of investor 
panic. 

Even technology and financial 
stocks, which had been the best 
performers when the market was 
surging and fell hardest when iL 
retreated, have started to regain 
some of their losses, especially 
the tech stocks. 

I HAVE reached the stage where 
I have no real opinion on whal is 
going to happen next. When I 
was in the US two weeks ago, 
friends of mine who are highly 
successful, veteran money man¬ 
agers were talking of prolonged 
pain in which cash was going to 
be king. Many seem quickly to 
have put such talk behind them. 
Others are not so sure. I think 
you just have to live this market 
day by day, adjusting your port¬ 
folio to make sure you are invest¬ 
ed in companies that are going to 
weather the storm and bounce 
back afterwards. Panic selling is 
obviously not the answer, as any¬ 
one who baled at the end of 
August must now have learned. 
Equally, jumping into the market 
to increase holdings is very risky 
as what looks cheap now may yet 
get a lot cheaper. 

With this in mind. I have been 
going through the portfolio ever 
more carefully and critically. In a 
market where investors have 
been dumping stocks indiscrimi¬ 
nately regardless of quality and 
size, I see little reason to contin¬ 
ue to hold many small stocks 
when there are bargains available 
in the bigger caps, which ore 
more liquid, safer and will clear¬ 
ly recover more quickly when the 
market eventually heads north. 

With this in mind I’ve decided 
to unload the holdings in Orda 
Print and Carmel Containers, i 
think that both are cheap value 
stocks whose businesses are 
worth fundamentally a good deal 
more than their current market 
value. At the same time, they're 
both small and generating little 
investor interest Perhaps most 
importantly, I do not anticipate 
any event, either extemalor man¬ 
agement-driven. that will to 
attract more attention to the 
stocks or change investor percep¬ 
tion of them. 

As far as the other small caps 


we are holding. I'm sticking with 
Laznik Commercial, which I 
think has excellent appreciation 
potential and a management very 
focused on shareholder value. 

The same goes for Ayalon 
Insurance. Again, I think the 
stock is very cheap, and that 
Lhere is a possibility for further 
consolidation in the Insurance 
industry. This could lead to a 
small player like Ayalon being 
swallowed up. 

I was quite surprised and rather 
disappointed when the Bank of 
Israel decided to raise interest 
rates. It is the first misstep the 
governor has made in some time, 
to my mind. The bank's battle 
against inflation is laudable. But 
with a recession possibly in the 
offing, making credit even more 
expensive is not the answer. On 
the contrary, monetary policy 
should be as loose as possible. If 
anything, an interest rate hike has 
made recession - or even worse 
stagflation (recession combined 
with inflation) - even more like¬ 
ly- 

And from the standpoint of 
defending the shekel, the move 
does not make much sense either. 
In the kind of volatile situation 
we have been experiencing over 
the last couple of months, an 
interest rate hike makes little 
impression on the speculators. 
They are playing for stakes far 
higher than a 2% interest rate dif¬ 
ferential. I think the bank should 
have been sending a solid mes¬ 
sage that the volatility was tem¬ 
porary, and that currency markets 
would survive the crisis.

Israeli stocks rose yesterday, led 
by the banking sector and Bezeq, 
after Citibank NA lifted a eap on 
credit to Israeli financial institu¬ 
tions, traders said. 

The Maof Index of the Tei Aviv 
Stock Exchange's 25 largest com¬ 
panies rose 0.49 percent to 287.86. 
Bezeq shares climbed 2.82 percent 
to NIS 11.66, while Bank 
Hapoalim, Israel’s largest bank, 
rose 1.19 percent to 7.67 and Bank 
Leu mi, its second largest, rose 036 
percent to 534. 

Citibank raised die credit ceiling 
for several Israeli banks after it 
refused to extend their limits last 
week because of die high volatility 
of die shekel, which lost 103 per¬ 
cent of its value last month, the 
Ha'aretz daily repealed. 

“Citibank's move blew away 
some of-the fog from the banks 
here,” said Richard Gussow, an 
equity analyst with ING Barings in 
Tel Aviv. 

Israeli stocks trading on Wall 
Street, such as Nice Systems, also 
got a boost from Monday’s 1.67 
percent r rise in the Nasdaq 
Composite Index. Nice’s American 
depositary receipts rose 83 per¬ 
cent to 20 1/4. 

Bezeq rose 2.82 percent to NIS 
11.66 after it agreed to offer ICO 
Global Communications Ltd.’s 
satellite telephone services in 
Israel. Under the agreement, Bezeq 
will be die sole Israeli provider of 
ICO’s service, which allows sub¬ 
scribers to use their mobile tele¬ 
phones anywhere in die world 
once ICO starts operating, in 2000. 


Europe 


European stocks rose, with 


HSBC Holdings Pic and other 
financial companies driving the 
Bloomberg 500 Index to an eight- 
week high, alter Spain and Sweden 
cut interest rates, fueling hopes for 
more European cuts. 

“The rate cuts have led to specu¬ 
lation of lower rates Germany and 
France could lower rates again fur¬ 
ther down the line,” said Jerome 
Poirel, who manages $8 billion at 
Etofle Gestion. “It's the banks and 
insurers that are going to benefit 
from any more cuts.” Poirel said 
he’s waiting for better economic 
news from Asia and Latin America 
before he buys banks. 

The Bloomberg 500 Index of 
leading European stocks rose 0.8 
points, or 0.4 percent, to 185.16, its 
highest since September 9. 

All but three of Europe’s biggest 
stock indexes rose. Gains were off¬ 
set by weaker-than-ex pec ted earn¬ 
ings from UJC. retailer Marts & 
Spencer Pic and others. 

HSBC, the UK’s biggest bank, 
rose 61p to 1,456 and ING gained 
1 S guilders to 993. LLoyds TSB 
Group Pic, the fourth-biggest UK 
bank, rose 2l3p to 788. Dutch 
insurer Aegon NV gained 2.3 
guilders to 172.8. 

Banks and insurers rose on spec¬ 
ulation cuts in central bank lending 
rates in Spain and Sweden make 
lower rates across the countries 
joining the European single cur¬ 
rency in January more likely. UK 
lending rates are also expected to 
fall this week. 

Lower rates increase the value of 
bonds held by insurers and boost 
banks as consumers and compa¬ 
nies borrow more. 

The prospect of lower interest 
rates is “a support for the market,” 
said Savvas Savouri, an equity 
strategist at Credit Lyonnais. 

Among leading decliners, Marks 
& Spencer fell 59.25 pence, or 
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133 percent, to 389.75. The UK’s 
largest clothing retailer ssud first- 
half net fell 44 percent after it 
spent money on new stores, new 
cash registers and a mail-order 
venture. It warned profit will dete¬ 
riorate as sales sl ow. 

The blue-chip FTSE 100 index 
closed lower at 5S03.9, down 21.6 
points, or 0.39 percent, as opti¬ 
mism about future interest cuts 
helped outweigh a plunge in prof¬ 
its from leading retailer Marks & 
Spencer. 


Asia 


Japan’s stock exchange was 
closed yesterday for a public holi¬ 
day. 

Hong Kong’s Hang Seng Index 
surged to a six-month high on 
plans by Chinese government- 
controlled investment companies 
in the territory to buy assets from 
their parent companies to boost 
earnings. 

The Hang Seng gained 188.44, 
or 1.9 percent, to 10,35832, paced 
by the so-called red chips, as China 
Everbright Ltd. said it will buy its 


parent's Hong Kong-based invest¬ 
ment banking business and China 
Merchants Holdings International 
Co. sold shares to buy toll roads 
and power plants in China. 

The parent companies are able 
to use the improved sentiment in 
die stock market to effectively go 
ahead with some asset injections,” 
said Andrew Femow, head of 
research az Vickers Balias (HK) 
Ltd. He said it's “a good sign” that 
the companies can again sell 
shares to fund acquisitions. 

In other markets, die Philippines 
Stock Exchange composite index 
rose 2.7 percent and Korea’s Kospi 
index rose 0.8 percent as strength¬ 
ening currencies pushed interest 
rates lower. Taiwan's Weighted 
Index fell 2.0 percent after share¬ 
trading defaults and bounced 
checks indicated cash flow prob¬ 
lems at several companies. 

Red chips were the hottest stocks 
in Hong Kong in the first half of 
1 997, when they sold shares to buy 
assets from their much larger 
mainland-based parent companies, 
often at below market prices. The 
process, dubbed asset injections, 
often doubled or tripled their annu¬ 
al earnings per share. Since the 
Hong Kong stock market started to 
tumble in the second half, acquisi¬ 
tions ground to a halt as demand 
for new stock dried up.

Most stocks rose, but blue-chip 
shares encountered some profit- 
taking, halting a four-session 
winning streak by several leading 
measures. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age finished unchanged at 
8,706.15 after drifting between a 


38-point gain and a 28-point loss. 

The last time the Dow ended a 
session exactly where it began 
was nearly two years ago on 
December 2, 1996, when the 
blue-chip, barometer was 2.200 
points lower at 6321.70. 

Broader stock measures Fin¬ 
ished mixed in the lifeless 
Election Day session. The tech¬ 
nology-heavy Nasdaq composite 
index suffered the steepest loss 
after posting four sessions of big 
gains. 

The Dow had gained 340 points 
in the prior four sessions, extend¬ 
ing the rebound from an early 
October slide to about 1,200 
points, or more than 16 percent. 

There was little reaction to a 
report showing that a measure of 
future economic activity held 
steady in September for a second 
straight month despite the contin¬ 
uing financial trouble around the 
globe. 

The unexpected resilience in 
the Index of Leading Economic 
Indicators, combined with the 
performance of two sister indica¬ 
tors. suggests the economy will 
continue to grow at a slow pace, 
the Conference Board said. 

Citigroup and McDonald’s 
were die weakest components in 
the Dow, which was cushioned 
by sizable gains from Union 
Carbide and Coca-Cola, up 2 at 
73. Dell Computer and Intel both 
pulled back to lead the Nasdaq 
retreat 

The Nasdaq composite index 
fell 12.47 to 1,788.44, and the 
Standard and Poor's 500 fell 0.75 
to 1,110.85, also halting a four- 
session winning streak. 

Advancing issues outnumbered 
decliners by a slim 10-to-9 mar¬ 
gin on the New York Stock 
Exchange, with 1,615 up. 1,452 
down and 487 unchanged. (AP) 


Mark stung by Sweden, Spain rate cuts 


The dollar scored its biggest 
gain in a week against die mark as 
expectations grew interest rates 
will fall in Europe after the 
European Union introduces its 
single currency on January 1. 

A surprise rate cut by Spain - 
one of the 11 EU countries that 
will adopt the angle currency, the 
euro — and a rate cut by Sweden 
suggest gnwthjs^lqwi^x'enough 
in^Etirope for^ the 'European 
Central Bank to lower rates when 
it takes over EU monetary policy 
next year. 

“The bias is very much toward 
easing across the euro zone,” said 
Roddy Graham, a currency analyst 
at Morgan Stanley Dean Witter & 
Co. He said he expects the ECB to 
cut rates early next year, which 
would “attract people into higher- 
yielding dollar assets.” 


The dollar traded at 1.6627 
marks, after rising more than a 
pfennig to a high of 1.6642. That 
was up from 1.6539 in London 
(ate Monday and its best one-day 
gain since October 26. -The dollar 
rose for die first day in six against 
the yen to 115.17 yen from 
114.87. Japanese markets were 
closed fora holiday. 

Evidence : of strong US growth - 
gross domestic product grew al a 
3.3 percent annual rate in the third 
quarter, faster than the 2.2% ana¬ 
lysts expected — may keep the 
Federal Reserve from cutting rates 
a third time when it meets 
November 17. 

That means the fed funds rate 
will hold at 5.0%, maintaining an 
attractive return on dollar deposits. 

“The US economy has the 
power to chug along almost ine- 
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spective of what goes on in the 
rest of the world,” said Stephen 
Trowbridge, the head of fixed 
income at BWD Rensburg Unit 
Trust Managers Ltd. “There’s 


still a terrific engine there” that 
could fuel an advance in the dol¬ 
lar to 120 yen and 1.68 marks 
this year. 

In Europe, meanwhile, Spain 
trimmed its repurchase rate a quar¬ 
ter point to 330%, following a- 
half-point cut on October 6. 
Sweden earlier in the day cut its > 
repurchase.rate 25 basis points tok 
3.85%. - \ 

And more rate cuts may! be~onL 
the way in Europe. The Bank of 
England's rate-setting Monetary 
Policy Committee meets today 
and tomorrow. 

“I think the UK will cut and 
Denmark and Ireland are also pos¬ 
sible rate cutters,” said Keith 
Edmonds, a chief economist at IBJ 
International. 

Rates among the 11 euro coun¬ 
tries need to converge before the 


European Central Bank takes over 
monetary policy. They're expected 
to come down to Germany’s 
3.30%. And some analysts say the 
prospect of a slowing economy in 
Europe means the ECB will cut its 
benchmark rate below that after 
-January 1.

Van Hooijdonk’s uneasy return to Forest

three months later the high flyer is 
back at work but with one eye on the 
situations vacant" column of the trade 
journal. It might sound like a soan 
opera and it could be called “Gossip 
from the Forest” - welcome back to 
Nottingham, Pierre van Hooijdonk. 
The striker who really was a striker 
returned to training on Friday accom¬ 
panied by two bodygaards (it should 
be remembered that when he walked 
out on the club three months ago, team 
captain Steve Stone said he would not 
get changed in the same room as the 


player). 

Van Hooijdonk did not play in 
Forest’s impressive 1-1 draw at 
Middlesbrough on Sunday, he wasn't 
even invited to watch. Manager Dave 
Bassett told BBC Radio that there was 
still a lot of ill feeling towards the 
player, and yes, it would be better if 
the club could sell him, but if he was to 
stay on then it would be nice if he got 
a few goals to help the team stay in the 
Premiership. 

Ironically, van Hooijdonk was the 
one of the main reasons Forest were 
promoted to the Premiership after his 
move to Nottingham from Celtic, the 
Dutchman bagging 29 goals almost at 
will as Forest won the First Division 
title. But when be saw the money that 
was on offer to strengthen the team, he 
decided to down tools — simple as that. 

It appears that business pragmatism 
has won the day over ethics. The most 
interesting question concerning van 
Hooijdonk is why he was seemingly 
happy playing last season at such 


glamorous places as Crewe 
and Bury, but declined to 
turn out at Old Trafford 
and Anfleld this campaign. 

Unfortunately for the 
hard-pressed fans, van 
Hooijdonk is just one of a 
growing breed of player 
who sees football as noth¬ 
ing more than a conduit for 
getting very rich very 
quick. 

For the past week 
Coventry's Dion Dublin 
has been leading three of 
the country's leading clubs 
a merry dance as each vies for his sig¬ 
nature- at his price. 

Then came Brian Laudrup who told 
Chelsea that he was homesick for 
Copenhagen while his wife added that 
she was not happy with the size of their 
garden in London - one would have 
thought that on the player's £50,000 
per week salary, the couple could at 
least get a quote from a estate agent

with a bigger piece of land¬ 
scape on offer. 

More than one football 
writer this week has sug¬ 
gested: that the selfishness 
. : of certain types of players is 

,"*y one reason for considering 
the scrapping of transfer 
fees. Clubs are seemingly so 
worried about* recouping 
their investments in players, 
that they are prepared to let 
players use contracts for 
wrapping their fish and 
chips in. 

Meanwhile, according to 
one tabloid, should van Hooijdonk 
manage to find the net, his team-mates 
will not acknowledge the goal, but will 
instead run to the opposite side of the 
field. But on current form, they will 
have to pass to him, otherwise there is 
little likelihood of them getting too 
many goals. 

MEANWHILE, on the pitch, the 


Manchester United juggernaut drives 
on. Saturday’s 4-1 victory at Everton 
included another promising perfor¬ 
mance from Wesley Brown - the 19- 
year-old defender is the latest wonder 
kid to come off the United conveyor 
belt. Brown is already an England 
Under-21 international, despite having 
played only four first-team games for 
his club. And there are strong press 
rumors that he will be included in 
Glenn Hoddle’s squad for the forth¬ 
coming friendly against the Czech 
Republic. 

But it could be that West Ham can go 
one better. The club have found possi¬ 
bly the jrawesi talent in England in the 
shape of Joe Cole - a ] 6-year-old mid¬ 
fielder who has been impressing so 
much in training, he is likely to be fea¬ 
tured in the first team very soon. 

Arsenal kept their cool and dignity in 
defeating Coventry 1 -0. The game was 
marred by a tragedy an hour before 
kick-off when a Coventry steward was 
accidentally killed while guiding the 


Arsenal team bus into a parking space 
outside the ground. The game went 
ahead, but die incident affected both 
teams. Arsenal play in Kiev tonight in 
the Champions League. 

The problem about whether Denis 
Bergkamp will be able play because of 
his fear of flying was not a factor, as 
the player has a back, injury. But such 
is Arsenal’s determination to do well in 
the tournament, they sent a two-man 
reconnaissance team to check out an 
alternative 56-hour train journey. Their 
verdict - not enough sleep mainly 
because of the spartan conditions on 
the last leg ftora Warsaw to Kiev. 

When Bergkamp recovers, the club 
will be looking through its Eurorail 
timetables for the best route to Athens 
where Arsenal will take on 
Panathanikos next month. Evidently, 
Bergkamp’s fear has affected other 
members of the squad who are also 
reluctant to fly. What will happen if 
the European super league goes 
ahead?

Hurst defends 
English soccer 
grounds 

ZURICH (Reuters; - English 
soccer hero Sir Geoff Hurst, hit 
back yesterday at criticism from 
South Africa over the state of 
England’s football grounds as the 
campaign to host the World Cup 
finals in 2006 intensified. 

Hurst targeted Danny Jordaan, 
die campaign director of South 
Africa's bid to stage the finals, 
following remarks Jordaan made 
last week when he claimed 
English grounds “were not mod¬ 
em and built in the 1950s and 
’60s.” 

Hurst, whose hat-trick in the 
1966 World Cup final helped 
England win the World Cup and 
who is now working as an ambas¬ 
sador for England's bid, said he 
was astonished at Jordaan's 
remarks. 

At a lunch of the British-Swiss 
Chamber of Commerce in front 
of an invited audience which 
included FIFA president Sepp 
Blatter, Hurst said: “We have 
tried not to get involved in what is 
happening with rival bids, blit I 
was amazed to hear Danny 
Jordaan's remarks. 

“In the last 10 years almost $1 
billion has been spent on our 
grounds, and that is without the 
$520 million that will go towards 
the new Wembley.

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Season may wait until January 


NEW YORK (AP) - On foe 
day before the NBA season 
was supposed to begin, 
union director Billy Hunter 
said it might be 1999 before 
it actually does. 

“My gut tells me that in 
January we could be play¬ 
ing. I would anticipate foe 
season would start around 
the first part of January,'’ 
Hunter said Monday after 
representatives of the own¬ 
ers and players met for 
about 2 1/2 hours at a 
Manhattan law office. 

No more talks are scheduled 
until today, and Hunter said foe sides have 
retreated from an earlier plan to have full nego¬ 
tiating teams present 

Hunter's pessimistic outlook was in 
response, he said, to a growing misperception 



that a deal could be imminent 

“It has been reported foal there’s strong pos¬ 
sibility an agreement can be reached this 
week," Hunter said. “I don’t know where that 
information came from, but I can indicate that 
I don't see any possibility at all of reaching an 
agreement this week and I can’t say how soon 
it will be. I want to get that message out there." 

NBA deputy commissioner Russ Granik 
responded: “We agree with Mr. Hunter that we 
are not close." 

If Hunter's gut feeling is correct and foe lock¬ 
out lasts at least another month, it will cost the 
players about $400 million in lost salaries. 

Owners, too, are losing money, and Hunter 
expects pressure to come from foe television 
networks, sponsors and some of the owners to 
cut their losses and get a deal done before it's 
too late to have a viable regular season. 

Commissioner David Stem and Granik have 
indicated that anything less than a 50-game 
season was unacceptable. The first month of 


the season has already been canceled, leaving 
each team with about 68 games. 

"In January, it becomes much more urgent 
We’re either going to play, or something 
extreme is going to happen one way or anoth¬ 
er” Hunter said. “I’m sure some players are 
hurting, but pain, pressure-and anxiety is on -4 
other side, too. At the boiling point, when pea- r* 
pie realize basketball is going to take a hit, then 
rationality will set in and we’ll have a deal." 

Last week, both sides agreed on a loose 
framework for a new labor pact that included a 
number of years under a “luxury tax” and ah 
equal number of years under an “escrow tax”- 
if foe luxury tax failed to curtail the percentage 
of basketball-related income devoted to player 
salaries. 

The biggest sticking point is what the per¬ 
centage should be after foe system has been in 
place for a few years. The players are asking 
for 60 percent of revenues; foe owners are 
offering 50. 


McGwire HR balls set for auction 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - Home run 
balls hit by Mark McGwire and 
Sammy Sosa -soon will be going, 
going, gone. 

Christie’s in New York was slat¬ 
ed last night to auction No. 50, 
valued at about $15,000. 

An auction house in suburban 
Dayton will sell McGwire’s first 
home run ball of foe season, from 
an opening-day grand slam off 
Ramon Martinez. That ball is esti¬ 
mated at $10,000-12,000. 

Though no date has been set. 
Creative Properties Management 
Group has contracted, with foe 
owners of home run balls 63, 64, 
68, 69 and 70 - considered .the 
crown jewel of sports memorabil¬ 
ia. The suburban company based 
in Sunset Hills also has Sosa’s 
64th and 66th home run balls. 


Michael Barnes, managing part¬ 
ner of Creative Properties, said 
offers for each of the balls are in 
six figures. 

No. 70 is foe catch of the lot, 
however. “To ire competitive, you 
need a bid above seven figures,” 
Barnes said. 

The $93,000 that actor Charlie 
Sheen paid for the ball that squirt¬ 
ed between the legs of Red Sox 
first baseman Bill Buckner in the 
1986 World Series is regarded as 
foe record for a single collectible 
baseball. 

The record price for any sports 
collectible item: a Honus Wagner 
card sold in September 1996 by 
Christie’s for $640,500. The item 
most likely to bring foe biggest bid 
next week at Christie’s: another 
Wagner card with an estimated 


value between $350,00-450,000. 

Creative Properties ’says it is 
fielding a hundred calls a day, 
from foe curious to collectors to 
corporations. A few have 
expressed interest in foe possibili¬ 
ty of buying the entire lineup of 
baseballs, though no figures have 
been discussed. 

Only written offers are accepted. 
Bidders who stipulate that foe 
balls will be put on public display 
at, say, a museum or the Baseball 
Hall of Fame, may have foe inside 
track, Barnes said. 

The company has not -decided 
whether foe balls will be sold at 
auction or privately, or when. 
Barnes said all the owners retained 
foe right not to sell. He anticipates 
a sale no later than foe start of the 
1999 season. 


French No. 1 Pioline falls in Phils Open 


PARIS (AP) - Vincent Spadea of 
the US stunned the hometown 
hero yesterday with a 6-4,6-4 vic¬ 
tory over French No. I Cedric 
Pioline at the $2.55 million Paris 
Open. 

Pioline fired nine aces to 
Spadea’s two, but never looked 
completely comfortable on his 
serve. 

The Chicago-bom Spadea, 24, 
broke serve in the seventh game;

Pioline, who had to withdraw 
from last week's Eurocard Open in 
Stuttgart because of gastroenteri¬ 
tis, never showed the form that has 
taken him to No. 17 in foe world, 
eventually losing in one hour 14 
minutes. 

Todd Martin was another 
American in fine form, beating 
No. 14 seed Goran Ivanisevic of

Ivanisevic is the first seed to lose 
at this year’s Paris Open.
